about the Time his late Majeſty began 
his happy Reign, there ſeem'd to be a 
more than ordinary Run of perſonal A- 
buſe and Calumny againſt him, expreſs'd 
in various Forms of malicious and licen- 
tious Writings. | 
He was bred a Sort of Tory j [66h be- | 
ing of a lively active Temper, ſeveral 
Things, in his younger Days, were ſaid, 
written, or done by him under that In- 
fluence ; which (tho he was neverus'd 
to deny, but frequently own'd) yet af- 
terwards, he ſaw Cauſe to put them 
away as childiſh Things : And being a 
Man of great Weight and Abilities, he 
was, for this, continually pelted by that 
Faction, with theR eproach of turning and 
changing, &c. when, in Reality, he made 
but a one early Change, in ſober Convic- 
tion of Truth and fuſtice, and continu'd 
in the ſame Principles, with Stedfaſtneſs 
and Patience, under all the Times of 
Difficulty and Frial. From the Revolu- 
Hon, to the Time of his Death, his Opi- 
nions and his Profeſſion of them were, 
for 
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for the main, always the ſame; always 
in Defence 'of that moſt providential 
Deliverance ; and for ſecuring the 
happy Conſequence of it, the Prote- 
ſtant Succeſſion. 

Hinc ill ze lacryme ! From hence were 
the Grief and Indignation of the Faco- 
bites, and other Well-wiſhers to that 
Cauſe. This brought upon him whole 
Vollies of violent Pamphlets from that 
Quarter, without any Manner of Truth 
or Ingenuity in them. 

My Indignation at ſuch Treatment, 
made me think of Anſwering two or 
three of the Libels that were publiſh'd 
againſt Dr. Kennett ; and I thought this 
the more proper, on Account of a Sort 
of Challenge or Advertiſement, tack'd to 
one of them * in theſe Words of ſingu- 
lar good Manners : & There is now pre:

But notwithſtanding this Diſcourage- 
ment, upon the Publiſhing of another 
J baſe and virulent Pamphlet ſoon after, 
I ſtill thought it proper to ſay Truth, 
and do Juſtice; and, at laſt, obtain'd the 
Dean's Leave to go on, upon Condition 
that I wou'd confine myſelf entirely to 
his neceſſary Hindication. I carefully 
obſerv d that Condition, and did not run 
into any Flouriſhes of Commendation. 
I ty'd myſelf down to Matter of Fact; 
an Abſtract of his Writings, and the 
main Steps of his Life, ſo far as my Sub- 
je was concern d; and intended, when 


the Whole was finiſh'd, to commend it 


to Poſterity, and to as many of the pre- 
# {ent Age as were cool enough to judge 
of Things and Men, with an honeſt 
and impartial Mind.

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But when I had done, and an Adver- 
tiſement was publiſh'd, that ſuch a Work 
was going to the Preſs, the Dean had 
alter d his Mind: He had the Papers for 
his own Peruſal; but wou'd, by no 
Means, conſent they ſhou'd then be pub- 
liſh'd; and in his Hands they lay to the 
Time of his Death; ſince which, they 
were, at my Requeſt, delivered to me 
by bis Son and Executor. 

” What the Reader is now preſented | 
with, is but a Part of what I had before 
drawn up; with the Addition of many 
other Particulars; {ome not then known, 
others not proper to be publiſh” d, whilſt 
he was living. 

As to the Facts here TTY I can 
truly ſay, great Care has been cakenito 
be well inform'd. I have not ventur'd 
to aſſert any Thing, which I do not ei- 
ther know to be true, or believe to be ſo, 
upon the Report of thoſe I have great 
Reaſon to give Credit to. I learn'd | 
many Things from the Biſbop himſelf ; | 
and obtain 0 the Favour of ſeveral Hints

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and Notices, inſerted in one Part, or o- 
ther, of theſe Memoirs, in particular the 
Affair of Settling a Church of England 
Miniſter at Leghorn, &c. The ſeveral 
Letters to the Lord Biſhop of Carliſle, 
and others, were put up with my own 
Papers, and receiv'd ſince his Death. 
The Account I give of the Affair of Set- 
tling a Church of England Miniſter at 
Leghorn (in which he had ſo great a 
Share) was given me by him, many 
Years ago. 
This does not pretend to give an ex- 
ad and full Account of the Life of Bi- 
ſhop Kennett. I have not Materials, 
or am at all qualify d for ſuch an Un- 
dertaking. What is here offer'd will, I 
ope, be ſufficient to ſhew my grateful 
Reſpects to his Memory, who was the 
ind Director and Encourager of my 
tudies; and by whoſe Advice, Aſſi- 
tance, and Recommendation of me to 
moſt eminent and learned Prelate, I 
Fas admitted into a Profeſſion fo ho- 
ourablein rel and to my Inclinations, 
Studies, 
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Studies, and Courſe of Life, every way 


ſo agreeable. It will, I hope allo, ſerve, 


not only to give ſome Entertainment, if 
not Satisfaction to the curious and in- 
quiſitive Reader, but to do ſome little 
Good in the World, (the great End we 
ought to aim at, in all our Undertakings) 


by exciting others to an Imitation of 


whatever was commendable or excel- 
lent in him. He had his Imperfections, 
and Infirmities, no doubt; but they 
were abundantly aton'd for, by many 
great and excellent Virtues; and ſuch, 
as ſhou'd, in an eſpecial Manner, have 


recommended him to the Eſteem and 


Love of Mankind. He was of a very 
communicative and publick Spirit; 
wou d ſubmit to any Trouble or Fatigue 
to ſerve a Friend, the Publick, or Poſte- 

He was a Father and true Friend 


rity. 
of the Church; and tho he utterly diſ- 


lik d the Way of Separation, yet he ex- 


preſs d great Charity and Moderation 
towards thoſe who are ſo unhappy as to 
differ from us. He was a Patriot and 
ET hearty 
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hearty Lover of his Country; a Champion 
and faithful Aſſertor of the Proteſtant 
Religion ; and (what it depends upon 
in this Kingdom) the Proteſtant Suc- 
ceſſion. In ſhort, his Lite, in all the prin- 
cipal Paſſages and Occurrences of it, 
was ſuch, as will well bear a Review, 
and be ſome Example to Mankind in 
the ſeveral Characters and Stations he 
paſs'd thro and ſuſtain d. May God 
long continue to us, and increaſe the 
Number of ſuch truly Learned, Reli- 
gious, Wiſe, Vigilant and Active Pre- 
lates, for the publick Services of our 
Church and Nation, and give us a due 
Senſe of our own Happineſs in them

His Mother was Mary the eldeſt Daughter of 
Mr. Thomas White, a wealthy Magiſtrate, in

| erer the Debts of his Majelty's Navy, 223 J. 155. 2d. 
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ad chit flouriſhing Town of Dover, who had 
been a Maſter Shipwright, or Builder of Ships 
and after the Reſtauration was employ d by 
the Government, in that Way *. From this 


his Grandfather, who was his Godfather like- 


_ he had his Chriſtian Name; not with- 
ut Hopes of being made his Heir; but the 


old Gentleman afterwards married a ſecond 


Wife; by whom he had-three other Children, 


who with their Mother, went away with the 
whole Eſtate. 

The firſt Part of his Education was at Ele- 
ham and Wye, two Country Schools in the 
Neighbourhood; from whence he was re- 
mov'd to Weſtminſter above the Curtain; 
but falling ſick of the Small- pox, at the very 
Time of Election, his Father thought it not 
adviſable that he ſhou'd wait another Year, 
He ſpent a Year, before he. went to the Uni- 
verſity, in the Family of Mr. Tolſon at Beabs- 
borne, and taught his three Sons- with. great 
Content and Succeſs. TEE

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Upon his Removal. from thence to the Uni- 
verſity of Oxon, in June 1678, he was re- 
commended by his Countryman, the learned 
Dr. Wallis, to St. Edmund Hall, where he had 
a great Intereſt in the Favour of the Principal, 
Mr. Penton, and was Pupil to Mr. Alam, a ce- 
lebrated Tutor, much - commended by Au. 
Mood, the Oxford Hiſtorian Atbenæ Ox. vol. 2. 
p. 784.] He was there well eſteem d by the 
other Tutors and. Maſters, particularly Sir Ri- 
chard Blackmore, and Mr. Tully, . afterwards 
Dean of Carliſle. His Tutor took a particu- 
lar Delight in impoſing Taſks and Exercifes 
on him, which he wou'd often read in the 
common Room, before the Maſters and Gen- 
tlemen Commoners for an Occaſion of com- 
mending his Pupil. He ſet him ſeveral whole 
Books to tranſlate from the Latin, which he 
not only approv'd but recommended to the 
Oxford Bookſellers for an Impreſſion of them: 
Of which Sort were the Panegyrick of Eraf- 
mus upon Folly, and Pliny upon Trajan, and 
in the Lives of the illuſtrious Men written 
in Latin by Corn. Nepos, and done into Eng- 


liſh by ſeveral Hands, Oxon, 1684. the Life 
of o HABRIAS, donc into Engliſh by Mr. 


Kennett of St. Edmund. Hall. He was by his

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Tutor alſo introduc'd very early, while Under- 


"Graduate, into the Acquaintance of Mr. Ant. 
Mood, who employ'd him in picking up ſeve- 
ral Fpitaphs, and other Notices of eminent 


Oxford Men, and in writing to his Father for 
Intelligences of that Kind in Kent; particu- 


larly of Mr. John Reading, Dr. Meric Cauſau- 
hom, and others. And tho' in the meaneſt 
Condition of thoſe that were wholly maintain d 
by their Parents, a Battler, or Semi-Commoner, 
he was admitted to the Converſation andFriend- 


ſhip of the Gentlemen Commoners. He was 


ſo valued among theſe, that two of them, out 


of pure Reſpect to him, prevail'd with their 


Fathers to be his ſpecial Patrons at his firſt ſet- 
ting out in the World: Sir William Glynme, 


Bart. preſenting him to the Vicarage of 
Amerſden,alias Ambroſden ; and William Cherry, 
Eſq; to Shottesbrooke, at the Deſire of their 


two eldeſt Sons, his ran. e in that 
Hall.

Upon his Entrance on the firſt of cbeſe 


(which ſeems to be about the Year 1685) and 
- ſome time before, he aſſiſted both in his 
Church and School, the Reverend Mr. Samuel 
Blackwell B. D. then Vicar of Burcefler ; a 
: ba. wotthy Man, who to the laſt, kepr up a 


great 
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great Friendſhip and frequent Correſpondence 
with Dr. Kennett; and on whom (upon His Pro- 
motion to the Biſhoprick of Peterborough) he 
gratefully beſtow'd' a Prebend in his Church. 

His firſt Care at Amenſden (next to a moſt 
diligent Diſcharge of the Duties incumbent 
on him) was to beautify the Vicarage-Houſe, 
to wall in the Garden, and to put an In- 
{cription upon the Grave- Stone of Dr. Stub. 
bing, who well deſerv'd to be remembred, 
for the good Work of Building the Vicarage- 
Houſe. He then ſet himſelf to Repair and 
Adorn the Church; had the Bells recaſt ; a 
new Pulpit and Font; a Fane on the Steeple; 
the Churchyard enclos'd with a: ſtrong high 
Wall, and Gates with Peers, and many other 
— of Strength and Beauty. 

But we have yet a greater Inſtance of his: 
publick Spirit at this Place, by which he was 
enabled to obtain theſe ' Advantages to the 
Church, and provide a perpetual Fund for 
the ſame Purpoſe. He was forc'd to be at the 
Pains of Recovering an Eſtate, that had been 
firſt given to the Repairs and Ornaments af 
the Church; but had been afterwards granted 
to a private Perſon as given to ſuperſtitious U- 


ſes, and, when recover'd, was by Degrees, 
B 3 alienated 
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alienated from the Uſes of the Church to that 
of the Pariſh, and ſpent on the Highways, 
Bridges, and Poor, till Mr. Kennett, by the 
Advice and Aſſiſtance of Biſhop Fell, obtain dd 
a Trial before Commiſſioners for Charitable 
Uſes, and a Decree to inveſt the Eſtate in 
new Truſtees (of which the Patron and Vi- 
car of the Pariſh were always to be two, 
and the reſt of their Nomination) to be em- 
ploy d according to the firſt Pur poſes of Re- 
pairing and Adorning the Church of Amerſſlen.

Aﬀcer'#/few Years abſence, he was 15 l 
back to St. Edmund Hall, to be Tutor and 
Vice-Principal in it under the Goyerament 

of Dr. Mill, with whom he liv'd on better 
Terms of Peace and Friendſhip, than any other 
Vice-Principal either before or after: And by 
his diligent Application to the Duties of the 
Houſè and Univerſity, he was well eſteem' d 
and choſen a publick Lecturer in the Schools, 
and as 4 Man of Diſcipline and Spirit, was in- 


truſted 45 Pro- Proctor 25 two ſucceſſive Vears. 
In 
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In January 1689, by the Diſcharge and 
Breaking of a Gun, with which he was ſhoot- 
ing at a Bird, within the Pariſh of | Middle- 
ton- Stony in the County of Oxon, a Splinter 
of the Barrel made a grievous Wound in his 
Forehead, and broke thro' both the Tables of 
his Skull: Which occaſion'd his wearing a 
large black Patch of Velvet on that Part 
ever after. While he lay under great Diſor- 
der of Body and Brain, juſt after he had 
undergone the ſevere Operations of Tre- 
panning, for Want of sleep he made a Copy 
of Latin Verſes, and dictated them to a 
Friend at his Bed: ſide, who tranſmitted this 
Copy to Sir William Glynne, in whoſe Stu- 
dy it was found, after Mr. Kennett had for- 
got every Thing but the ſad Occaſion. It is 
now in my Poſſeſſion; and thought, by good 
Judges, to be no Reproach to the Author. 12 
During his Continuance at Oxford, he fer 
himſelf to do ſome Honour and Service to 
his Native County of Kent. He obtain d a 
Copy of a Dilſſerbation of the learned Anti- 
quary, Mr. Semner, in Manuſcript, upon the 
Names and Situations of the Roman, Ports | 
and Forts-in Kent, and encourag d the Perſon

He had here not "only a very laborious, bur 
a very contentious Life.

nues, but ſupine and thoughtleſs about Mat- 
ters relating to the good of the Church); in ſhorr, 
that they were all in a Sort of Conſpiracy to 
invade its Rights, as appears from the Diſ- uſe 
of Convocations for ſo many Years paſt - which 
were there affirm'd to have a Right to ſit in 
every Seſſions of Parliament, and to delibe- 
rate upon any Thing reſpecting Religion, 
without the King's Licence. This was fol- 
low'd ſoon after with another by Dr. Atter- 
bury, in a pompous Book, intituled, The Rights, 
Powers, and Privileges of an Engliſh Convo- 
cation, 8 vo. 1700. by way of the moſt inſult- 
ing Anſwer to a late Book of Dr. Fake's, in- 
tituled, The Authority of Chriſtian Princes 
over their Eccleſiaſtical Synods afſerted, &c. 
Dr. Kennett was the firſt Man, who, under

And ſoon after he pub- 
liſh'd, An Occafional Letter on the Subject of 
1 Convocations, 1701, and is ſaid to be 
e Author of a third Treatiſe on that Sub- 
ject, namely, The Hiſtory of the Convocation 
| of the Prelates and Clergy of the Province of 
Canterbury, &c. in Anſwer to a Narrative of 
the Proceedings of the lower Houſe of Convoca- 
tion, to. 1702. 
He was ſoon after nam'd a Member of the 
Society for Propagating the Goſpel in Fo- 
reign Parts, by the Charter of King William III. 
and a Man ſo active and zealous as he was 
in every good Work, could not fail of giving 
his utmoſt Aſſiſtance to that glorious Deſign. 
Accordingly, at the Defire of his Superiors, 
he drew up a full Account of their Proceed- 
ings to the Year 1706, under this Title, Au

he undertook this upon very ſhort Warning,

Diſtinction were then but at hand. He pub- 
liſh'd the Sermon under this Title, The Glo-

preach'd at the Cathedral Church of St. Paul, 
London, December 3, 1702. 4to. In which 
he propos d ſome excellent Ways and Means 
of Benefaction to Clergymens Sons, well wor- 
thy a Review, by thoſe who are able to make 
them effectual. 

And the better to promote that truly 
Chriſtian Deſign, at the Deſire of his very 
charitable and publick- ſpirited Friend, Dr. 
Lynford, he intended to write An Hiſterical

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ger and Hatred more than Affection and Cha- 
riry to the Church and Clergy. But tis 
hop'd ſome one Hand or other, will reſume that 

Work in theſe cooler and better Times. 
Inn a Year or two after, he gave another 
Inſtance of his innate Love and Reſpect to 
the Clergy, by the Incimation and Advice of 
Dr. Teniſen, Archbiſhop of Canterbury, upon 
the Queen's giving in the Firſt Fruits and 
Tenths for a perpetual Augmentation of the 
Maintenance of the poor Clergy of the 
Church of England. His Grace, and ſome 
other of the Biſhops, judg'd it very proper, 
that, upon this providential Juncture of Re- 
pairing the Loſſes that Parochial Churches 
had ſuffer d by Impropriations, and other 
Frauds of Popery, ſome Hiſtorical Account 
ſhould be given of the firſt Inſtitution of Pa- 
riſhes, and the Eccleſiaſtical Rights of them, 
of the terrible Uſurpations made by the Pa-

Sc. This Tek, difficult and laborious as it 
Was, Dr. Kennett cheerfully undertook and per- 
form'd in honour to his Superiors, and out 
of tender Compaſſion to the inferior Clergy» 
and being Dedicated to the Queen, as under 
God the Fountain of that Charity and Good- 
neſs, *was' publiſh'd under this Title, The- Caſe 
"of Impropriations, and of the Augmentation of 
Vicurages, and other inſufficient Cures, ſtated by 
* and Law, 2 the firſt Uſurpation of i 
the ii 
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the Popes, and Monks, to ber Majeſty's royal 
Bounty, lately extended to the poorer Clergy of the 
Church of England; with an Appendix of Re- 
cords and Memorials relating to that Subject. 
8vo. 1704. And from the firſt Publication, 
the Doctor was, upon all Occaſions of Enquiry, 
gathering up ſuch Authorities, and ſuch In- 
ſtances of Facts, and due Inferences from 
them, as when connected into a new Edition 
of that Work, will make it far more uſeful 
to the Church and Clergy: Of whom, if 
there were nothing elſe, he deſery'd better

_ Chriſtians, from the Begi mnmmng of the World con- 
tinually to this Day. Wrote in the Year 1632. 
A Treatiſe emitted in the late Edition of his 
Pothumms Works, and now publiſh'd for the

of Mr. Kennett ſet forth, that © there needed

Whilſt Dr. Kennett cinta at Aldgate, 
his Steadineſsto the Revolution and Proteſtant 
Succeflion, rais'd up a growing Party againſt 
him on the Political Account only. Soon after 
the Queens Acceſſion to the Crown, there 
began to be a mighty Noiſe among the com- 
mon People in the Name of the Church; it

| Reſtoration of King Charles II. and they were 
the Authors of all other Separation and Se- 
dition, ſworn Enemies to the Church and 
Crown; againſt Hereditary Right and Paſſive 
Obedience, and they were on all theſe Accounts

the next Occaſion of Preaching upon the 
zoth of January, at his Pariſh Church of 
Aldgate, he undertook to State the Hiftory 
of that Day, in a plain honeſt Manner, with 
the utmoſt Deteſtation of - the Murder of 
King Charles I. and yet with the Acknow- 
ledgment of ſome Errors in his Reign, owing 
to a Popiſh Queen, and a corrupt Miniſtry, 
who had been taking many Steps towards a 
4 more Arbitrary Government, that, by Degrees, 
might have gone into abſolure Tyranny. 

This offended many who expected other 
Language upon that Day, and they made 
ſuch an artful Out-cry upon it, that the 
Doctor thought himſelf oblig'd to appeal to 
the World in the Printing of his Sermon, 
under the Title of A Compaſſionate Enquiry 
into the Cauſes of the Civil War, &c. to, 
1704. with an honeſt Advertiſement, that 
= © this plain Sermon was not deſign'd for the 
* Preſs, but was challeng'd to appear there 
= © by the Miſapprehenſions of ſome few who 
e heard it, and by the more confident Report 
* of a far greater Number who did not 
« hear it,” &c. The Sermon beginning 
thus. — “ The Evil of this Day, which we 


© now 
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* now deplore in Faſting and Mourning, was 
« an unnatural Civil War, that overturn'd 
te the beſt Conſtitution in the World, that 
« made our whole Ifland an Aceldama, a 
“ Field of Blood, and thro' Heaps of Rapine 
tand Slaughter, proceeded to the deplorable 
« Death of the Martyr of this Day, one 
ce of the moſt virtuous and moſt religious 
« of our Engliſh Princes. Then agreeably 
to the Text, Enquiring whence, and by what 
means this Evil came, he did innocently. 
afirm and prove, that © the leading Cauſes 
« of this Day's Evil, improv'd by wicked 
« Arts and Deſigns, were chiefly theſe: 
« Firſt, A French Intereſt and Alliance; 
« and from thence arifing, Secondly, The 
c Apprehenfions and Fears of Popery ; which 
ce led on, Thirdly, The Jealouſies of Op- 
e preſſion and Illegal Power: Which tended 
more and more to, Fourthly, The Growth of 
Prophaneneſs and Immorality ; and even this 
help'd to produce, Fiſthiy, That Hypocri- 
ſy and Perfidiouſneſs which accompliſh'd 
the Sin, and the infinite Scandal of this 
Day.” 
After the Publication of this Sermon, 


there were ſome Libels againſt it, but no 
Rea-

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Reaſoning or Hiſtorical Anſwers to it; and 
they who threatned to Complain of it in 
Convocation, where the Doctor had by other 
Writings offended the Majority of the ier 
Houſe, thought fit to drop their partial In- 
tentions. And the wiſer Part of the Nation 
were ſo well ſatisfy d, that he ſoon after re- 
ceivd an Order from the Honourable Houſe 
of Commons, to Preach before them. on the 
ſame ſolemn Occaſion, Fanuary 30, 1705. 
And the Doctor had the Thanks of the Houſe 
for his Sermon, and was defir'd to Print it, 
as it accordingly was. Any one who reads 
it, may eaſily perceive that he began bit 
Sermon in his own Thoughts, Where the 
other ended ; namely, that whatever unhappy 
Grounds and Occaſions were given for that 
unnatural Civil War, yer, in the Iflue of it, 
nothing could juſtify or excuſe the horrid and 
execrable Murder of King Charles I. demon- 
ſtrating the Illegality and Wickedneſs of it, 
by a Multitude of Proofs from Hiſtory and 
Law, and bringing a great many other Au- 
thorities to be caſt into the Margin ef the 
printed Sermon. | 

The Effect of this was, 7 West aide 
and weak People, cry'd out that the two 
| Sermons 
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Sermons were oppoſite to one another, when 
they were indeed bur a Connexion of the 
two greateſt Truths. ' 1. Thar ſome juſt Of- 
fences were really given by the Court of 
King Charles I. to raiſe the People's Fears 
and Apprehenſions of Popery and Arbitrary 
Power, that mov'd the two Houſes to think 
of -,Self-Defence, and Preſervation - of the 
Publick. 2. That whatever was the unfor- 
tunate Beginning of a Civil War, the Succeſs 
of it, on; what was call'd the Parliament 
Side, cou'd by no Means warrant the Impri- 
ſonment, Trial, and Execution, of the King. 
Theſe two Propoſitions are ſufficiently laid 
down by the Earl of Clarendon, in his Hiſto- 
ry of the Rebellion and Civil Wars; which 
cou'd never be purg'd of thoſe fundamental 
Truths, and of the Dependance of one upon 
the other of them. 

Under the Prejudices, unjuſtly occaſion d 
by this Sermon, the Doctor was engag'd in 
another Affair, which abundantly increas d 
them. Some Bookſellers had been well ad- 
vis'd to make a Collection of the beſt Wri- 
ters, of the Lives and Reigns of our ſeveral 
Engliſh Princes, from the Conqueſt to the Be- 
ginning of the Reign of Queen Anne, and to 
| | re- 
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re- print them fairly in three Volumes, when 
they had laid this Scheme, they found it ne- 
ceſſary to have a Continuation made by ſome 
one new Hand, of the four laſt Reigns of 
Charles I. Charles II. James II. Villiam III. 
and they did at laſt, prevail with Dr. Kennett. 
to draw up the Materials for this third Vo- 
lume. He had no Manner of Hand in any 
Branch of the two former; nor in the Pre- 
Ace to them, which was written by Mr, 
Hughes, and concluded thus, — For what 
remains to be faid concerning the third 
Volume, the judicious and accompliſh d 
« Writer of it, has thought fit in his own 
« Words to addreſs the Publick as follows. 
And the Words [All new Writ. by a Learned 
and Impartial Hand] were added by the 
1 I Bookſellers. From whence it is plain that 
the Author reſolv'd to conceal his Name; 
and we may believe that the few Undertakers 6 
for the Preſs, who were let into the Secret, 
vere oblig'd by Promiſe, not to betray it. 
So little did he aim at Reputation, and fo 
ſenſible was he, that a Work of that Na- 
ture, wou'd live beſt and longeſt, by burying 9 
alive the Author of it. 


D But 
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But it ſeems in a pragmatical Age with a 

reſtleſs Parry, che concealing and withdraw- 
ing himſelf, did but raife the fiercer Purſuit 
after him; and the Facobite Out-cry was, 
that Dr. Rennert was the Writer of that 
Hiſtory, defigning to expoſe them and their 
Cauſe ; Dr. Hicks was the firſt, who was ex- 
ttemely Angry, that there was not a due Reſ- 
pect paid to his Book Jovian, and to the 
Notions of it. And even ſome Perſons who 
had gone into the Revolution with forward- 
nefs enough, and yet had not found their full 
Account in it, were offended, rhat too much, 
or too little Notice was taken of the Parts 
they a&ed about that Time. And above all, 
an eminent Peer, very Inſtrumental in the 
Revolution, by taking up Arms in the North, 
had made ſuch an Improvement of his Ho- 
nours and Fortunes by it, that he thought 
himſelf priviledg'd and protected from any | 
Retroſpect, upon his Conduct in the Court 
and Treafury of King Charles II. And there- 
fore finding in that Hiſtory a Narrative of 
what appear'd to be Male-Adminiſtration, 2 
tho' taken from the Parliament Journals and 
printed Trials, and other publick Papers, he F 
was en offended ; _ taking an Oppo 

| nity i 
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nity, upon the Death of the Duke of Monta- 
gue, to give ſome Account of his Tranſacti- 
ons with France, from his own Papers 
and Letters, complain'd of the Miſ-repreſen- 
tation of his Services made by that late 
Hiſtorian ; who really did not ſeem to mean 
any Thing of Reflection on his noble Perſons 
and Family; but related Facts as he found 

them hefore related. | 
| However, on that Occaſion, of his Grace 
Complaint, he enquir' d more narrowly into 
thoſe Matters, and ſtated them over again in 
a moſt authentiek Manner, but finding that 
the more full Diſcoyery, wou'd only create 
the greater Offence, he wou'd not ſuffer hat 
he had written to be publiſh'd to che World. 
Soon after chis, was the Sermon preach'd 
at the Duke of Devonſbirè s Funeral, publiſh'd 
by the Doctor, with ſome Memoirs of the 
Family of Cavendiſh, The Offences before 
taken at Dr. Kennett, however unreaſonable, 
as Poſterity will judge, diſpos'd 2 growing Set 
of People, to diſlike every thing he wrote x 
did: For che Times were now come, when 
Parties judg'd of Actions and Writings, not 

by che Merit of the Performances, but by 
che Affection or Prejudice they bore to the 
: D 2 Name 
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Name of the Authors of them. He was 
now ſtampt for a Whig-Writer ; which was 
as bad as the being a Republican, and a Preſ- 
byterian; and that was worſe than the being a 
Papiſt. Many of our beſt Prelates and Di- 
vines have ſuffer'd under the fame Prejudices of 
Malice and Ignorance; when their political 
Writings have offended, then the Party run 
down all their other Performances whatſoever. 
When once Angry, they catch at new Cauſes, 
and freſher Pretences of being more Angry ; 
like Children and other People of no command + 
upon themſelves, they are ſcratching of new 
Wounds, becauſe of an Itching in the old Sore. 
It was under this Diſadvantage that the 
Doctor was call'd to preach a Funeral Ser- 
mon for the Duke of Devonſhire ; from which 
he excus'd himſelf as a Stranger to that no- 
ble Family, and till then utterly unknown 
to them. But it appear d that a Reverend Pre- 
late had recommended him to that Duty, 
and had undertaken to give him ſuch In- 
ſtructions, as might enable him to ſpeak 
with Truth and proper Obſervations of that 
Great Man. Upon this Encouragement, he 
comply'd with the importunate Requeſt, and 
9 a) ſhort. Warning, amidſt the Neceſſity 
of | 
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of aſking many Queſtions, and making many 
Viſits, he drew up a ſerious Sermon, and 
attended the very ſolemn Funeral to Derby, 
delivering the Sermon before a very full 
Audience of the neighbouring - Gentry, who 
cou'd beſt judge of the Character given of 
that noble Peer; and in the fame Evening, 
one of them at Table, in the Name of the 
Reſt, thank'd the Preacher, and told him, 


that they in that Country, had been Witneſſes 


of the Truth of the moſt material Things 
he had ſo well ſpoken of the late Duke: 
And it was by their Report, and the concur- 
rent Teſtimony of that Part of the Family 
that attended thoſe Obſequies, that his pre- 
ſent Grace the Duke of Devonſhire, a Peer of 
great Prudence and Probity, generouſly ap- 
prov'd of that laſt Office, and defir'd the 
Doctor to publiſh the Sermon; to which he 
ſubmitted with the leſs Fear of Offence, be- 
cauſe all he ſaid relating to his Liſe, was ei- 
ther ſuggeſted or allow'd by the then Biſhop 
of Sarum, who was intimately acquainted 
with his Grace's Conduct; and all that he ob- 
ſerv'd concerning his Szckneſs and Death, was 
communicated to him by the Eye-Witneſs, and 
faithful Judge of them, the then Lord Biſhop

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_ of Ely, Upon their Authority, and Appro- 
bation, the Doctor publiſh'd his Sermon, and 
confirfn'd the main Subject of it, by caſting 
in ſome Hiſtorical Collections relating to the 
Deſcent and Progreſs of that Noble Family, 
under this Title, AI Sermon preach d at the 
Funeral of the Right Noble William Duke ＋ 
Devonſhire, in the Church of All-Hallows in 
Derby, &c. on Friday, Sept. 5, 1707, &c. To 
which he made a modeſt Dedication to the pre- 
ſent Duke; which he (who wou'd have deſpis'd 
Flattety, and abhor'd Falſhood) was ſo well 
pleas'd with, that he had a Reſpect and Fa- 
vour for the Doctor, and ſhew'd it in a very 
kind Manner, by recommending him to the 
®nzen, for the Deanry of Peterborough, ſoon 
after Vacant by the Death of Dr. Freeman. 
Which we may ſuppoſe was the more eaſily 
obtain'd of her Majeſty, as being her Chaplain 
in Ordinary, by the Recommendation of the 
Lord Archbiſhop of Canterbury, and the Lord 
Godoſphin. | 
This Preferment, (tho' not bs. much to be 
envied) rais'd the fiercer Spite and Malice of 
the Party againſt him: Libels and peevith Ser- 
mons pointed at him. They got young Men 
to tune the Oxford ths: and let out their 
Preſs 
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Preſs at Oxford to the printing, or re- printing 
a ſorry Libel of poor Tabu Dunten, againſt 
the deceaſed Duke, and his funeral Preacher; 
wherein he told ſame Stories which the Doc- 
tor was ſo little concern'd in, that he has 
often ſaid, he had never before heard of 
them. | 
Some faid that he had cover'd all the 
Vis and Infirmities of that great Man; 
which was ſo far from being true, that he 
plainly intimated them. Speaking of his 
Averſeneſs to the Principles of Mr. Hobbs, 
who liv'd in that noble Family, he ſufficient- 
ly confeſſes that he was not ſo untainted in 
his Morals. He deſþisd the Philoſophy, as 
much as he abhor'd the Politicks of that bold 
Pretender: Oh! if he had been as happily 
preſery'd from all others. And ſpeaking of 
his great Affection to the noble Lord Ruſſel 
in his Sufferings, it is ſaid.— After the la 
Embraces, when he was in Confuſion withdraw- 
ing, the Lord Ruſſel calld him back, and 
begg'd him to apply himſelf more to a religious 
and virtuous Courſe of Life ; telling him how 
great 4 Support he now felt from that alone, 
and what a mighty Com ert it ſupply'd him 
with in 4 laſt Hour. It is to be hop'd this

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made an Impreſſion, for it was receiv'd with a 


Flood of Tears, as that Lord told it immediately 


to the Divines that then attended on bim. If he 
ſaid no more, it was but a common charita- 


ble Treſpaſs; no Preacher is bound particu- 
larly to enumerate all the Faults and Miſcar- 
rlages of the Deceaſed, but rather to recom- 
mend the Things that are Praiſe worthy, 
and of good Example. | | 

Other Objectors ſaid, that the Doctor had en- 
courag'd a Death-Bed-Repentance, and taken a- 
way all the Hazard of it: When yet the Sermon 
has not a Word of preferring or truſting to 
a late Repentance, only that in his Time of 
Srckneſs, the Duke ſent for an eminent Prelate 
of our Church to viſit and aff 7 him, who found | 
him in a full Diſpo tion to make his Peace with 
God. He confeſs d his being troubled, very 


much troubled fer the Lateneſs of his Repentance, 


which he hop'd was ſincere, and dejfir d the 
Biſhop to pray heartily with him to God, that 
he 7wou'd_be graciouſly pleaſed to accept it. 

Others inſinuated, that the Preacher had 
built a Bridge to Heaven, for Men of Wit 
and Parts, bu that the duller Sort of Man- 
kind muſt not hope tb paſs. that Way: 
When yet he bad ſaid nothing at all to that 
Effect, 
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Effect, but in this ſound Truth, that the 
more Underſtanding a Man has, the ſooner 
he may come to a Senſe of God and Religion. 
He ſays nothing but what common Experi- 
ence and Obſervation juſtifies, that the igno- 
rant and unnurtur'd Multitude, are not in the 
Nature of the Thing, ſo likely to be wrought 
upon by the Powers of Religion as wiſe and 
underſtanding Men, thoſe of a Higher and 
better Education. We have had in our own 
Nation (ſays he) Men of illuſtrious Honour and 
of the moſt celebrated Parts, who had been car- 
ry'd away by the Courſe of this World into ex- 
travagant Vices and Follies, and yet upon the 
Proſpect of Death, theſe Men of Underſtanding 
have felt the excellent Spirit moving in them: 
They have retracted their looſe Opinions; they 
have repented of their grievous Sins ; they have 
| made their Peace with God, and have died; 
| nay, ſometimes have recover'd and liv'd, like 
true unfeigned Chriſtian Converts. So great 
are the Powers of Religion to Work upon the 
largeſt C apaci 8 

There were ſome other little rbb 
caught at, and rail'd at, in the Sermon; but, 
as it was the political Character of this great 
Man, that was the main Topick of the 
Preacher;

Preacher; to repreſent him a true Patriot; a 
ſour Friend of his Country; and a conſtant 
Aſſertor of the Proteſtant Intereſt, and the 
Liberties of Europe; ſo, it was in Truth, h, 
Character, that gave the great Offence, and 
rais d the mighty Noiſe among the Party, 
diſaffected to the Revolution and the Pro- 
teſtant Succeſſion. From hence were the Grief 
and Indignation of the Jacobites, and their 
auxiliary Forces. Had the Preacher not 
been a Conſtitution-Man, and a Vbig- Writer, 
nothing in the Sermon wou'd have appear d 
either odious or ſhocking, to the profeſs d 
and ſecret Enemies of that providential De- 
liverance of this ſinking Church and Nation, 
the happy Revolution. 
That this was the true Bottom of all the 
Clamour againſt Dean Kennett, both then 
and afterwards, is evident from the many 
violent Pamphlets and Libels publiſh'd 'againſt 
him; wherein he was reproach'd, as being 
formerly in other Notions, as deſerting the 
Party he had eſpous'd; and acting upon dif- 
terent Principles from thoſe he had before 
declar d for; and as a Man falſe, inconſtant, W 
and given to Change. b 
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of King James. Mr. Kennett was indeed 


before it. So far was it from being deſign d 
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Now it muſt be: own'd, there was iome 
Change in the Dear's Notions in Politicks: 
He was a Boy in the Reign of King Charles II. 
and taught ro Quarrel for the Succeſſion of 
the Duke of York. He was but a young Man 
when that began to take Place. He publiſh'd 
then a Tranſlation of Pliny's Addreſs to 
Trajan; which had been really an Academi- 
cal Exerciſe only, printed off in the laſt Year

then Loyal; but not with what the Court 
call'd Loyalty, For he then preach'd a Set 
of Sermons againſt Popery ; he then refus d 
to read the Declaration of King' Fames, for 
what was call'd, Liberty of Conſtience; and 
he went with the Body of the Clergy in rhe 
Dioceſe of Oxford, when they rejected an 
Addreſs to the King, recommended by * 
Parker, 

Upon che Revolucion, after he had duly 
conſider d and conſulted with learned Men, 
he was fully faciafy'd in JP true 


Allegiance to their Majeſties King William 
and een Mary, and continu'd eminently 
ſteady 
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ſteady and faithful in his Adherence to that 
happy Settlement, in. all the Times of Bu 
_— and Trial. 

As to the Fact itſelf of — a Pre. 
rodice of Education, it cannot need any 
Defence or Apology with conſidering Men, 
A Man thinks and ſtudies to little Purpoſe, 
if after a Fulneſs of Age and Judgment, he 
does not examine the Matters that are be- 
fore him more critically than he did when 
he was fo many Years younger: And what 
Wonder is it, that this ſhou'd produce ſome 
Alteration in his Opinion? Errors and Mi- 
ſtakes, the wiſeſt of us all are ſubject to; 
and it wou'd be well for the World, and for 
Men themſelves, if they wou'd be true to 
their -own Convictions; and be ſo honeſt as 
to own their Miſtakes, when they de diſ- 
cover'd- them. 

Mr. Kennett brought to the Univerſity from 
We eftminſter, - a Genius addicted to Poetry; 
and by his Tutor's Encouragement, he gave 
ſeveral Eſſays of it in Latin and: Engliſb: 
Among theſe, was a Ballad: made by him, 
and printed without his Name by another, 
While he was an Undex-Graduate. Ani.

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under this Title, Poem to Mr. E. L. on bis Ma- 


jeſty's D:ſſokoing the late Parliament at Oxon: 


March 28, 168 1. This, a few Years ago, 
was with great Induſtry pick d up and re- 

publiſh'd by one of the Libellers of the 
Dean, as a great Reproach to him. Which 
makes me think of the learned Theod. Bea, 
who having perform'd ſome juvenile Exer- 
ciſes of that Kind, was, in his elder Vears, 


upbraided with them by the TFeſuits, who 


run back every Step of his Life to find Mat- 
ter of Acculation againſt him. And the ho- 
neſt old Man never deny'd the childiſh 
Things, but in the Preface of his Confeſſion; 
as Dr. Fulkes tranſlates it, he defieth all the 
World for any other Crime of Diſhoneſty, 


than the ſetting forth certain wanton Ver- 


ſes, which were made when he was a Child, 
and printed while he was under the Age of 
twenty Years. See Dr. Fultes's Anſwer to 
Paffrarine's Declaration. 8vo, 1 586. p. 12. 
Every one knows, that ſuch Writings as 
the Libellers of Dr. Kennett have generally 
objected to him, are to be taken as Exerciſes 
for the Improvement of Vouth; and are co 
be ſuppos'd the Reſult of Luxuriances of 
Fancy, not of Ripeneſs of Judgment. And 


there- 
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therefore no one of common Underſtandiag | 
ever upbraided Dr. South, or the late Biſhop 
of Rocheſter (Dr. Sprat) with the Panegyricks 
they wrote on Oliver Cromwell. No Doubt 
but he chang'd his Opinion, with Regard to 
Parties. But this will prove no more than, 
that after he came into the World, and grew 
better acquainted with publick Affairs, he 
was enabled to ſee more clearly the Deſigns 
of ſome Men, and the Tendency of ſome 
Doctrines, than he was before. In this much 
happier than many others, who thro' a blind 
Prejudice to the Party they had engag'd 
themſelves with, have been led on blindfold 
in the ſame Road, as if being once Carriers 
Horſes, they muſt always continue ſo. And 
yet the little Scriblers were perpetually flirt 
ing at Dr. Kennett's Change of Party, when 
he was really the ſame (and to their Vex- 
ation, too much the /ame} for near forty | 
Years together; an Abhorrer of Popery; a 
Friend of the Reformation; grateful to God, 
and to the Memory of King William for the 
Revolution; Faichful to Queen Anne, and to 
the Proteſtant Succeſſion; Joyful for the Reign 
of King George; Firm and faſt to a ſteady, 
legal Adminiſtration; Affectionate to the old 


and 
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and true Church of Exgland; Zealous for 
the Proteſtant Intereſt in Europe, and Deſi- 
rous of an uninterrupted Succeffion of che 
Royal Family of King George for eve. 

The Dean was upbraided in the fame Li- 
bels, for the intimate Friendſhip between him 
and Dr. Hicks; when that Friendſhip ' wag 
founded on the Dean's. Part, upon the Bot- 
tom of Charity to Sufferers, and the Love of 
promoting common Studies; and the Breach 
of it was owing to the intemperate Zeal of 
the Doctor, not to any juſt Offence _ 
him by Dean Kennett *. 3 


* As ts Ih. Meats end by an eminent Hand, that 
he was fully convine'd of the Lawfulneſs of Taking the Oaths to 
King Villium and Queen Mary.

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He was told (in one of em) of a Letter 
written by him to that good Father, (ſo the 
Author calls Dr. Hicks) of high Compli- 
ments for his chriſtian Prieſthood ; when it 
was only a common Civility for the Preſent 
of a Book upon the curſory Reading of it; 
and if it had been much worſe, it was the 
' moſt unmanly Thing in the Right Reverend

He was indeed tender of his old Acquain- 
tance, and ready to oblige them in any 
Thing but Politicks ; and he continu'd to the | 
| laſt to have ſome few Friends of that Party, 
who cannot but ſay he was a Friend to 
them; and he always declar'd himſelf ready 
to be ſo, while they appear'd peaceable and 
conſcientious, and kept out of Factions and 


ſelf fully convinc'd of his Duty to tale the Oaths. But, alas! 
ivhen he came to Town he was better enlightned. He then 
ſaw that he had been miſtaken ; and from thenceforth not only 
refus'd to take the Oaths himſelf, but ſet himſelf at the Head of 
thoſe that refus'd to take them. Vindication of the Realm ang 
Church of England, &c. ſupp os'd to be written by the Arch- 
biſhop of Canterbury, p. 22. This Behaviour in the good Fa- 
ther Hicks, (as the Party call'd him) is no great Evidence of his 
being ſo very conſcientious; nor is it any Reproach to Dr.

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Plots to diſturb the Government. But ha- 
ving been intimately acquainted with Dr. 
Hicks, Mr. Dodwell, and ſome other Lea- 
ders, he found their Pretences and Deſigns 
ſo utterly inconſiſtent with Truth and Cha- 
rity; he ſaw them ſo reſtleſs and implacable 


State, that he thought it his Duty to oppoſe 
them, and their Party, to the utmoſt of his 
Power ; yet without doing them any one 
perſonal Injury, or ſo much as the Shadow 
of it. But to leave this; which I thought 
my ſelf oblig'd to ſay, once for all, in Vin- 
| dication of a Man, who made it the great 
Bufineſs of his active and laborious Life to 
promote both the Honour and Intereft' of our 
Church and Nation. 

In the Year 1707, the Dean, deſiring a 
little more Eaſe with leſs Profit, by the Ad- 
vice, and under the Favour of Dr. Teniſen, 
the Lord Archbiſhop of Canterbury, he gave 
up the laborious Cure of Aldgate, and ac- 
, x <<prted her Majeſty's Gift of che Rectory of 
St. Mary Aldermary in the City of London, 
void by the Promotion of Dr. Blackall to 
che See of Exeter; upon which Exchange, 
(very contrary to the Courſe of the World) 
E he 


againſt the publick Peace of the Church and

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he loſt above one hundred Pounds a Year 
for the Purchaſe of a little more; Retirement, 
and Opportunities for Studies. 4 
When he came firſt to this Church, finds 
ing a Manſe, or Parſonage-Houſe wanting, 
he offered 200 J. towards providing one con- 
venient for. his own and his Succeſſors Reſi- 
dence, within either of the United Pariſhes; 
and offer'd to help to ſollicite for three or 
four hundred Pounds more, that might have 
ro the good Purpoſe. And when 
that Propoſal was not comply'd with, he 
enterd into a Reſolution of Self-denial, and 
apparent Hindrance to his own Intereſt; that 
was, of not Renewing the ſeveral Leaſes of 
Ground-Rents for the Rector's Glebe ; for 
which Renewals he might have afterwards 
receiv'd Teveral Fines and Sums of Money, 
but letting them run out, that the full Houſe- 
Rents might fall in to him and his Succeſ- 
ſors; and there might be then Room for 
ſome one Rector or other (beſt able and wil- 
ling) to contrive a convenient Dwelling, 
And in Purſuance of that good Reſolution, 
there were two Houſes, ſeveral Years ago, 
fallen in, that improv'd the Living, to the 
conſiderable Loſs of the then Rector, upon 
| the 
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the Proſpect of providing better for thoſe 
that ſucceed him. For (as he us'd to com- 
plain) nothing is more wanting in Landon- 
Livings, than a ſuitable Manſe for each Mi- 
niſter; and wherever they are wanting, the 
Hiring of a Houſe, and the Burthens an- 
nex d to it, eat up near one Half of the al- 
lotted Maintenance. However, the Dean 
went on to ſupply the Church in his own 
Perſon, by conſtant Preaching, frequent 
Reading Prayers, duly Viſiting che Sick, and, 
in the Week before Eater, delivering in the 
Deſk an Expoſition upon the Holy Sacra- 
ment of our Lord᷑s- Supper; to which, great 
Numbers of good People reſorted, and have 
often acknowledg d they receiv d 1 Be- | 
nefit by it.

Inſtead of this there- 
fore, I ſhall only mention a few Things

have a more than ordinary Tendency to pro- 
mote theſe. 

About Midſummer, 1 706, the Glory of her 
Majeſty's Arms by Land, and the Terror of 
her Fleets in the Mediterranean Seas, had en- 
courag'd the Enghſh Factory at Leghorn to 
hope for a Privilege, which they cou'd never 
before obtain, that of having a Church of 
England Chaplain to reſide among them, and 
to adminiſter the Offices of Religion to 
them. This Benefit and Honour, to the 
Engliſh Nation in that Port, was recom- 
mended and ſollicited by the worthy Conſul, 
Chriſtopher Crow, Eſq; and ſupported by the 
Advice and Aſſiſtance of the learned Dr. 
Henry Newton, her Majeſty's Envoy in the 
Court of Florence, who yet cou'd obtain no 
Particular of expreſs Licence or Protection 
from the Great Duke, but only a general 
Intimation, that the Civil Powers ſhou'd not 
moleſt him, tho' they cou'd not exempt him 
from the Cognizance and ſu Ne Authority I 
of the Inquiſition at Rome. | - 8 

Under this Uncertainty, ſome Merchants 
Trading to Leghorn, diſcours'd occaſionally 
with on Kennett, about the beſt and mot | 
iſ effectual | 
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effectual Way of ſending over an Engliſh 
Chaplain, and defir'd he wou'd lay that Mat- 
ter before the Lord Archbiſho py of Canter- 
bury, His Grace readily concutr'd in the 
Opinion, that ſuch a Privilege of the Exer- 


ciſe of Religion, by a lawful Miniſter of it, 


was a Right of Chriſtians, even by the Law 
of Nations, in every Country where they 
were allow'd to ſettle and to traffick. 

He wrote upon that Subject to Dr. Neu- 
ton; and the Reſult of his Anſwer was, that 
no expreſs Leave or Indemnity could be ob- 
tain'd, but a Connivance might be expected, 
eſpecially while the Queen, by her Fleets 
and Armies, made ſuch a Figure in Europe, 
and even in Taly itſelf, that ſhe would be 
able to protect her own Subjects in ſo rea- 
ſonable and juſt a Cauſe, 

Upon this Foot, the Lord Archbiſhop di- 
rected Dr. Kennett to look out for a proper 
Perſon to be ſent over, of Integrity, Abilities, 
and Courage ſuitable to that dangerous and 
difficult Employment. The Doctor, after 
propoſing it in vain to ſome others, prevail'd 
with his own Brother to adventure in it, Mr. 
Baſil Kennett, M. A. Fellow of C. C. C. (af- 
ter his Return, Preſident of that College, and

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Theſe Diſpatches were much forwarded 
by Joſeph Addiſon, Eſq; in the Secretary's 
Office, who had a perſonal Reſpect for Mr. Ken- 
nett at Oxford, and had the more publick Spirit 
for Promoting the religious Intereſts of the 
Merchants at Leghorn, having been then a 
late Traveller in Italy, and well known in 
that Port, The worthy Conſul, in the Name 
of the Factory, ſent over a Bill to defray 
the Expences of the Journey ; and whatever 
was wanting in Cloaths, Books, or any Equi- 
page, was advanc'd to him by-his Brother. 
And he then ſer out, with agreeable Compa- 
ny, from Harwich to the Brill; and fo thro 
Holland, Germany, by Way of Venice; : 
and coming ſafe to Leghorn, he was receiv'd 
chere by the Conſul and Nation with great 
Civility and Kindneſs. 

But the Ttahans were fo jealous of the 
Northern Hereſy, eſpecially the Prieſts and 
Regulars were ſo watchful againſt it, that 
the Engliſh Nation and Miniſter were forc'd 
to begin the Exerciſes of Religion with the 
utmoſt Privacy and Caution, to give as little 
Offence as poſſible. And yet great Offence 
was taken at it, and Complaints and Infor- 
mations immediately ſent to Florence, and to 
Rome. 
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Rome. The Envoy at Florence, Dr. Newton, 
did all the Matter could bear to inſiſt on the 
Right of the Engliſb Merchants, to have: a 
Miniſter among them of their own. Reli- 
gion; and offer'd to undertake. that he ſhould 
not publickly reflect on the Religion of the 
Country, nor attempt to bring over any of 
the Duke's Subjects to the Proteſtant Perſua- 
ſion.

Before this excellent Letter could reach 
to Florence, the Enghſh Envoy was extremely) 
embaraſt with the Difficulties of Treating for 
the Protection and Security of the Engh/o 
Chaplain at Leghorn, and could find no Ex- 
pedient more proper for the Preſent, than to 
invite him earneſtly to his Houſe at Florence; 
and there cover him till the Affair was ad- 
juſted, and for that Purpoſe to ſend him a 
Qualification as his Domeſtick Chaplain, 
But the brave Conſul and Nation at Leghorn 
would not readily conſent to let him go a- 
way, as fearing if they once gain'd that iſ

Point, they would never let him return: Nor 
was the Chaplain himſelf willing to conſult 
his own Safety by ſeeming to forſake his 
Charge. And therefore with his Brother's 
Advice, he continued there, tho' in the ut- 
moſt Danger. He was forced to confine 
himſelf in his Chamber, and to have an arm- 
ed Guard at the Stair's Foot; and when, in 
ſome Evenings, he walk' d out for Air, he 
& walk'd between two Exgliſb Merchants, who 
with their Swords drawn reſolv'd and de- 
clar'd, that no Body ſhould dare ſeize him at 
their Peril. 

But as ſoon as my Lord Sunderland's Letter 
came to the Envoy's Hands, and was, by 
him communicated to the Duke and his Mi- 
niſters, the Contents of it were ſoon by them 
W imparted to the Pope and his Cardinals, who 

ſo well underſtood the Argument of Fleets 
and Armies, that the Chaplain eſcaped the 

intended Fury; and continued for five Years 
to officiate as a Miniſter of the Church of 
England, in a large Room, ſet apart for a 
Chapell, in the Conſul's Houſe, with publick 


Prayers, and a Courſe of Sermons, ſince 
& publiſhed to the World.

Dr. Newton wrote thus to a Friend in Londa, 
Aug. 1 707- 
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ELIGION is not a Thing

here, there has already been given ſome of 
them Trouble enough, I mean the In- 
quifition, by bringing an Engliſh Preacher 
into Leghorn, I hope now that Trou- 
ble is almoſt over, and that for the Future 
we ſhall hear no more from them on that 
Head. He is an excellent Perſon, if I am 
any Judge i in thoſe Matters, and if I have 
not any Pretence, either to that or any 
other Learning, yet I am at leaſt capable 
of Knowing and of Commending a Gen- 
tleman for his Modeſty, his Prudence, and 
his good Nature: And at Florence, and at 
Rome they have heard from me on that 
Head; and are fatisfied on the other Ac- 
count too; and af now there is any Fault 
to be found, it is that he deſerves ſo much 
to be commended.

In ſhort, when Mr. Kennett had ſeen him- 
ſelf well eſtabliſh'd in that Privilege, and 
had ſo laid the Foundation of it; he began 
to think that the having a Succeſſor in that 
Place, upon the ſame Bottom, would be the 
beſt Confirmation; and therefore he earneſtly 
importun'd his Brother, that he might have 
leave to return, upon the finding out a fit 
Perſon to ſucceed him. And he had indeed 
che greater Reaſon to inſiſt upon coming 
Home, becauſe his Conſtitution did not agree 
© with that warmer Climate in his abſtemious 
Way of Living. However, he declar'd he 
would not ſtir till he ſaw a Succeſſor upon 
dhe Spot to relieve him. 
His Brother, in England, upon occaſional 
@ Diſcourſe with ſome of the Leghorn Mer 
chants, was told, that the fitteſt Succeſſor 
would be Mr. Taubman, who had been 
Chaplain in her Majeſty” s Fleet in the Medi- 
terranean, and had given a good printed Ac- 
count of the Expedition, and was acquainted 
with the Port, and ſome of the Merchants 
in it. Upon which he made further Enqui- 
ries, and was ſo well ſatisfied in chem, that

III. «© They humbly preſume, that this 
ce chriſtian Liberty wants no Precedent, but 
that of their own Poſſeſion for theſe four

« conceive, that the Settlement of Chaplaing

© Aleppo, is allow'd by the Turks as a Right 
due by the Law of Nations, and they 

© © ſhould be very ſorry if their Factory in a 
* chriſtian Country, ſhould be in any worſer 
© Condition than their fellow Subjects are 


among Unbelievers. 


IV. « This Liberty is allow'd and enjoyed 
even in Popiſh Countries, Our Merchants 
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at Lisbon have a Chaplain to themſelves, 


diſtinct from the Chaplain of her Majeſty's 


Ambaſſador in that Kingdom. And ano. 
ther Chaplain has been lately ſent to our 
Factory in Oporto, where no Ambaſlador 
reſides. And if theſe Liberties were ob- 
tained by any former Articles of Peace be- 
tween England and Portugal, they pre- 
ſume, that the Demand of them was founded 
on the Law of Nations, and they muſt reſt 
there ; not having been expreſsly renewed! in 


any later Treaties. 


Ve « If any foreign Powers ſhall a 
ledge it a Law of Nations for her Ma. 


jeſty's Miniſters abroad, to have a Chaplain 


in their own Families; and yet ſhall deny it 
tobe a Law of Nations for a ſettled Facto- 
ry of her Majeſty's Subjects to have the 
ſame Liberty, they might be put in Mind 
that at the Beginning of our happy Re- 
formation, the Popi/h Princes did deny 


that Law even to our publick Ambaſſadors, 


as. well as to our private Factories. As 
may appear in the particular Caſes of Mr. 
Chamberlaync, Ambaſſador from King Ed- 
ward VI. to the Lady-Regent in Flanders, Þ 
who was prohibiced the Uſe of the Service

« So as by the Politicks of Ang the |

« than was the Right of Factories or trading 
«* Bodies of Men. But as our former Princes 
did even in weaker Times vindicate the 
Right of their Miniſters in the Exerciſe 
of their Religion; ſo they hope that her 
« preſent Majeſty (who in the Glory of her 
« Arms has already exceeded all her royal 
00 Predeceſſors) will graciouſly vouchſafe to 
* maintain the ſame Right to all her foreign 
Factories, upon the Liberty and Security 


< whereof the Intereſt and Honour of this 
Church and Nation do greatly depend. 


Wherefore 
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That the Reverend Mr. Taubman, re- 
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Wherefore hey humbly Pra ”, 


commended by the Archbiſhop of Canter- 


bury, and the Biſhop of London, and ac- 


cepted by. the Merchants, and confirm'd 


by her Majeſty's royal Approbation, may 


be diſpatch'd to Leghorn, with ſuch Com- 
miſſion and Letters of Protection, as were 
granted to the late Chaplain, Mr. Kennett. 
And they are the more encourag'd to de- 


fire this Favour, becauſe they are informed, 


that the preſent Envoy of her Majeſty at 
Florence, has wiſely and hitherto effectually 
pleaded for this Privilege; and they have 
Reaſon to hope, that her Majeſty's new 
Envoy afliga'd to that Court, has it in his 
particular Inſtructions to inſiſt upon a 
Continuance of the ſame Right and Liber- 
ty; they rather wiſh that no Queſtion may 
be made of it, becauſe in the very ſame 
Port of Leghorn, there is a Synagogue 


allow'd to the Jets, and another Place 


of Worſhip to the Turks; and it would be 
very hard for her Majeſty's Subjects to be 


6c * the unhappy People deprived there, of the 


« free 
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« free Exerciſe of their Religion; eſpecially 
« when they are content to enjoy it in a 
« more private Way, than do the . 
« fans and Jews. 
They humbly ſubmit denden to the 
« Wiſdom and Juſtice of her Majeſty, and 
e beg to have this great. Bleſſing continued 
« and ſecured to them, a Liberty of cheir 
Religion according to the Church of Ex- 
land, which they are willing to ſupport at 
* their own Expences, without any Burden 
to the Government.

On Friday, October 7, the Merchants at- 
tended at the Secretary's Office, and deliver d 
to the Lord D their foremention d Re- 
preſentation and Petition, which his Lord- 
ſhip read, and found Fault with the Inſtance 
of ſending a Chaplain to Oporto, which he 
thought could not be true, becauſe the Por- 
tuguege Ambaſſador had told him, that the 
King, his Maſter, would never conſent to it; 
and that if the Queen ſhould inſiſt upon any 

ſuch 
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fuch Thing, his Maſter would demand the 
like Liberty for his Subjects at Plymouth. 

To which an Anſwer was given in Wri- 
ting the next Day: That the Matter of 
« Fact ſo alledged, was undoubtedly true; 
« that at the Deſire of the Engli/h Mer- 
** chants, and by Advice of the Earl of Gal. 
'* Joway, her Majeſty's Embaſſador at Portu- 
gal, the Rev. Mr. Stephens, Fellow of Mer- 
« fon College in Oxford, was ſent to, and 
arrived at Oporto, to reſide there, as Chap- 
ce lain to the Factory af Britiſh Merchants; 
and that whatever Difficulties were cre- 
<« ated to him by the reſtleſs Endeavours of 
the Inquiſition; yet it is preſum'd, he is 
ſtill in Poſſeſſion of that Title and Office: 
Nor was he the firſt Eng/;/h Chaplain in 
that Port: The Rev. Dr. Barton, now Pre- 
bendary of Weſtminſter, and the Rev. Mr. 
Edward Hinds, now Vicar of Stecple- Bum- 
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« ſtead in Eſſex, were both of them ſucceſ- 
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ſively, for ſome Time, reſiding Chaplains 
to the Engliſb Factory there, tho' forc'd 
away by the prevailing Powers of the In- 
* quifition, becauſe rhe. Eugliſo Courts of 
King Charles II. and _ James II. did 
** nat 
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« not much care to inſiſt on the Protection 
« of them. 5 
II. « As to the King of Portugal not baden 
« ing to any ſuch Liberty of an Engliſh 
« Chaplain ; Reference muſt be had to the 
« Letters of the Earl of Galloway, who had 
« demanded that Liberty from the Court of 
« Portugal, and he underſtood himſelf, and 
informed others, that he thought no fur- 
* ther Oppoſition would be made to it. Up- 
on which Encouragement, by Commen- 
dation of the Archbiſhop of Canterbury, 
and Acceptance of the Engh/h Merchants, 
« Mr. Stephens was ſent over to Oporto, with 
« an Expectation of a firm and quiet Settle. 
ment in that Factory. 
III. « As to the Demand of a like Privilege 
« to the Portugueze reſiding at Plymouth, the 
Caſe was by no Means the ſame; they are 
* not call'd a Factory, nor have they any 
* Conſul preſiding over them as a Nation, 
„but are a looſe Number of poor People. 
However, they have, no Doubt, one Ro- 
* man Prieſt at leaſt among them, and have 
| © their Moſs in ſome private Houſe: Or if 
they have not, it is not the Severity of our

Another Objection was made in Council, 
« That the preſent Chaplain had done ill Offi. 
« ces there, by medling in Trade and Com-

of the Merchants in the City, made a prope; 
and very decent Anſwer, vindicating the Cha- 
rater of the preſent Chaplain, Mr. Kennett, 
by the Accounts of his Behaviour received 
from the Conſul : And adding, that of all 
Men living, Mr. Kennett was the leaſt Med- 
ler in any Thing but the immediate Duties 
of his own Function. 

It was likewiſe objected, « That conn of 
« the Merchants here in London\did not

« lain at Leghorn.” To which, another an- 
ſwer'd, © That he hop'd none of their Body

It was further ſuggeſted, © that even ſome 
« of the Merchants continuing at Leghorn, did 
F not inſiſt upon a Chaplain, or had not ex- 
8 © preſs'd their Deſire to have another, when 
Mr. Kennett ſhould come away.” Upon 

which one of the Company produc'd a Copy 

of the Letter of the Merchants reſiding at 
Leghorn, directed to his Grace the Lord 
Archbiſhop of Canterbury, dated Livorne, 20 
07300. 1710.

be out ſo late, her Majeſty did graciouſly

On January 5, he waited on Mr. Harle 
at his Houſe, who was pleas'd to ſay, he had 
received his Letter, and ſeem'd to wonder 
why Mr. Taubman was not gone: The Dean 
ſaid, it was purely for the Want of thoſe ne- 
ceſſary Diſpatches which his Brother once 
had, and which a Succeſſor muſt again have, 
or elſe there could be no Security to him, 

and 
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and no Satisfaction to the Merchants. He 
agreed to ir, and hop'd it would be ſoon done. 
To which the Dean replied, the ſooner the 
better, it will be a popular Act, and have 
the better Grace, if it come freely without 
ſeeming to be extorted. 

But Mr. Taubman met with ſo many Dif 
ficulties in this Affair, that he was giving up 
the Cauſe, and made this melancholly Re-

Under this new Ferment in the Minds and 
call'd, and with i it, of Courſe, a new Convo- 


cation, opened with a Latin Sermon, by the 
Dean, and at the Archbiſhop's Command, 


in the whole Sermon for the Conſtitution of 
our Epiſcopal Church, the Preacher being 
under the Misfortune of the Name of a 


LOW. 
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Low-Churchman, and having taken Occafion 
to celebrate the Memory of King Willian, 
and the glorious Actions of the Duke of 
Marlborough, a ſlovenly Tranſlation into Ex 
gliſo was made, without Leave or Knowledge 
of the Dean (we may be ſure) under Pre. 
rence of being made Engliſh for the Benefit 
of the D:ſſenting Teachers. Upon which he 
took Care for a more correct Tranſlation, 
with a Poſtſcript; taking ſome little Notice 
of the Abuſes caſt upon him. 

The Dean was now mark'd out 1 & 
Spire, and Wittineſs, of all the pretended 
Champions for the Church, and among them 
of too many of his own Brethren, ſome of 
whom he had formerly oblig'd, and thought 
them to be his Friends. Among theſe, were 
the Rev. Mr. S E, and Mr. C 
L. The Former had been advis'd and 
directed by Dr. Kennett, at the Deſire of Mr. 
Tuftice Smith, how to take the moſt legal 
Courſe of Preſenting to the Grand Fury, a 
peſtilent Book, call'd, The Rights of the 
Chrijtian Church. A Book, not only Injuri- 
ous to the Truth, and Honour of the Chriſt- 
an Religion, and to all the Chriſtian Churches 
in the World, but of Prejudice and Diſhonout 
t0 
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to what they call'd the hig-P arty, becauſe 
faid to be written by one of them; tho 
perhaps no more a ſerrous Whig, than he had 
been before a conſcientious Papiſt. But when 
Dr. Kennett ſaw that his Diſguſt to the Book 
and Writer, was taken by the wrong Handle, 
and rurn'd only to a Party Noiſe, and (what 
he never advis'd, nor coud approve) an 
innocefft reputable Bookſeller (Mr. Sore ) 
was proſecuted with great Vexation, | becauſe, 
in his Abſence, a Servant of his had fold the 
Book, the Dean utterly dulik'd that perverſe 
Way of Proceeding, and, upon the next Op- 
portunity, blam'd Mr, H. for his great Par- 
| tiality in it. Upon this, he was in a Flame, 
and Writes a very hot and angry Pamphlet 
in his own Defence, with a Caſt' of many 
Reproaches on Dr. Kennett — calls him down- 
right Apoſiate, of a ſeared Conſcience, White 
againſt Kennett, &c. $0 provoking to every 
Body, except the Dean himſelf, thar ſeveral 
Friends, imagining the Dean wou'd reply, 
lent him in very unhappy Informations, &c. 
to furniſh out an Anſwer ; which he kept 
in Silence, and wou'd by no Means let em 
appear for his own neceſſary Defence, becauſe 
they wou'd too much expoſe his Adverſary. 
2 | Another 
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Another Writer, that openly abus'd Dr. Ken- 
nett, was the Author of A Vindication of the 
© Rev. Dr. Hen. Sacheverell from the falſe, ſcan- 
4 dalous, and malicious Aſperſions caſt upon 
© him in a late infamous Pamphlet, intitu- 
« led, The Modern Fanatick;” faid to be 
written by Dr. Charles Lambe, a young Lec- 
turer in London. The whole Book was in a 
bantering, buffooning Stile, not ſo much vin- 
dicating Dr. Sacheverel, as reviling all the City 
Divines, who pitied his Influence on the 
Madneſs of the People, ſuch as Dr. Kennett, 
Mr. Headly, Dr. Bradford, Mr. Baker, &c. 
and applies this Character to every one of 
them, p. 97. A Whig Clergyman breaks the 
« moſt ſolemn ſacramental Oaths, he betrays 
« his Truſt, he gives up the Cauſe of God 
« and the Church knowingly, deſignedly, 
« and with Premeditation.” There was, 
however, this Difference between Mr. H. and 
Mr. L. the latter has repented, and acknowledg'd 
his Errors in an eminent Manner, which the 
other has not yet done. I will do Mr. L. the 
Juſtice ts ſet down the Words, in which he 
declar'd his Concern for having abus'd and 
miſrepreſented thoſe very worthy Divines, as

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gainſt him. — There is a Part of chat 
« Book (ſays he) which J ſuffer d my felt. to 
« tranſcribe, which has given me more un- 
« eafineſs than any Thing elſe in it; in this 
Part of it ſome of the Clergy of London, ate 
© us'd in a very unhandſome inſolent Man- 
« ner: They, who, as appears plainly, 
the trueſt, by far the trueſt Friends to our 
« Church and State, are repreſented as Ene- 
mies to them both, and bent upon the De- 
« ſtruction of them: The Share that I had 
in this, I have greatly lamented in private, 
« and make this, publick Acknowledgment 
« of that unaccountable Rudeneſs, and Con- 
« tempt of learned and good Men, in every 
Thing vaſtly ſuperior to me; and ſure 
the Hand that writes this, will wither, if 
there is not ſincerity of Heart in Company 
with it.” This is as great an Evidence as 
can be given of Ingenuity and Sincerity, and 
I had no other Deſign in reciting the former 
Part of Mr. L's Conduct, but to introduce 
this Account of his Sorrow and Concern for 
it: For I think no Man ought to be re- 
proach'd for thoſe Errors, and Miſcarriages, 
of which he has given all poſſible Teſtimo- 
ny, that he has ſincerely repented, 


And 
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And indeed under all his continu'd Labourg 


for the Benefit of the Church and Clergy of 


England, with a very conformable Life, ir 
ſeems a little Surprizing, and one wou'd 
think, was ſome Trouble to Dr. Kennett, 
that he cou'd not obtain the Name of a good 


Church man; but that (efpecially after Dr. Sa. 
cheverel's acting) he was run down, with ut 


moſt Fury, for big, Low-Church-man, and 
falſe Brother, and other Terms of Reproach, 
that fill'd the wide and loud Mouths in Streets 
and Pulpits, when he knew no other Reaſon 


for it, but only his oppoſing the Ignorance 


of thoſe Men, and the Infatuation of thoſe 


Times, and all along faithfully adhering to 


the Revolution and Proteſtant Succeſſion. He is 
ſaid often on this Occafion, to have told a Paſ- 


| fage from the Mouth of Archbiſhop T enifon, 


who beginning to fall from the Reputation 
of a Church-man, and ſeeing a chief Brother 
ariſing into that Honour upon a much le 
Bottom for it, he ſaid to him, Brother, you 
know I was akways a greater Church-man than 


vo; Gut Cen take the Name of the Church, 


while I keep to the Conſtitution of it; or to 
that Effect. 
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lt muſt be confeſs'd, the Dean was an utter 
Enemy to ſome Doctrines and Pretenſions, 
about this Time induſtriouſly advanc'd, and 
made by the Authors of them, the diſtin- 
guiſhing Criterions of a true Church-man. 
He zealoufly oppos d the new Doctrine of 
the Invalidity of Lay-Baptiſm, which from 
the Irregularity of Baptiſm being adminiſtred 
by any Perſon, not ordain'd to be a publick 
Miniſter in the Church, was now advanc'd 
into a Nullity and an Unchriſtiamſm, if ad- 
miniſtred by any Perſon not Epiſcopally or- 
dained. Pamphlets and Sermons were full 
of this Notion, and tho' the Archbiſhop, and 
Biſhops in Convocation had agreed upon a 
Cenſure of it, yet the Majority of the Lower 
Houſe wou'd by no Means join in it, for Fear 
of oftending thoſe who by ſuch unchriſtian 
Rigours, had confin'd the Name of the Church 
to the Pinacles of it. The Conſequences of 
this Doctrine were no leſs than to caſt out 
for Heathens, many Members of our own 
Communion, and every Soul baptiz'd by a 
Diſſenting Teacher, and the whole Body of 
Proteſtants abroad, unleſs within the Pale of 
a Church, ſtrictly and properly Epiſcopal; 
which it was thought hard to find among 

the 


the Lutheran Churches; at leaſt, in their 
Opinion, who were the Authors and Abettors 
of this Doctrine. One wou'd have thought 
this rigid Notion purpoſely calculated for the 
Pretender and his Cauſe ; for by Virtue of it 
all the Papiſts were in the ordinary Way of 
Salvation, and of Proteſtants ten to one were 
put out of it. And as to the Inheritance of 
this Crown, the Proteſtant Line might be 
Pagans, but the Popiſh Heirs were certainly 
and truly Chriſtians. 

The Dear, on the Contrary, was of Opi- 
nion that Popery was the common Enemy to 
the Truths of the Goſpel, and to the Liber- 
ties of Mankind ; That the Proteſtant Inte- 
reſt in Europe was to be united againſt the 
common Adverſary : That every Part of the 
Reformation, however imperfect, was by 
many Steps nearer to the Simplicity of the 
Chriſtian Religion, and to the Happineſs of 
Society, and the Souls of Men, than Popery: 
That nothing could be more fatal than to 
break and divide the Friendſhip of Proteſtant 
States and Princes, and ſo raiſe Jealouſies and 
Diſcords in the Minds of Proteſtant Brethren: 
+ Thar the late Nptions ſo induſtriouſly propa 
gated by. ſome of our Engl Church-men 
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the Neceſſity of Epiſcopal Government to 
che very Being of a Church, and the Validi- 
ty of Baptiſm depending upon the Epiſcopal 
Ordination of the Adminiſtrator, were as art- 


ful Engines to play againſt the whole Refor- 


mation, as any that cou'd have been invented 
in the Middle of Rome; and that they were 
as contrary to the Senſe of our firſt Refor- 
mers, as they were to any other Proteſtant Di- 
vines abroad. This led him to be very zea- 
lous to promote every good Deſign for the 
the common Intereſt of rhe Proteſtant Reli- 
gion, Accordingly, her Majeſty Queen Anne 
having granted Letters Patents, at the humble 
Requeſt of Conrad Gulcher, Miniſter of the 
Reform'd Religion, to collect the charitable 
Benevolence of her well-diſpos'd People, to 
enable the Proteſtant Subjects of the Elector 
Palatine of the Rhine, to build a Church in 
the Diſtrict of Ober-Barmen, in the Dut- 
chy of Berg, and to ſupport a Miniſter there, 
dated in Nov. 1707, (tho' not brought to 
effect till ſeveral Years after) Dr. Kennett was 
made one of the Truſtees to receive and diſ- 
pole this publick Charicy, and was eminently 
active in promoting of it. He ſollicited for 
the Letters of the Lord Archbiſhop of Canter- 

I bury, 
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bury, and the Lord Biſhop of London, to 
commend the good Work to their Clergy and 
People, and exhort them to a liberal Con- 
tribution in behalf of the poor Proteſtants 
of Ober-Barmen. He, at the Requeſt of the 
other Truſtees, drew up an Inſcription on 2 
Marble- Stone affix'd near the great Door of 
the Church (when finiſh'd) declaring by whoſe 
Charity and Bounty it was erected; and ſeve. 
ral Letters and Epiſtles tranſmitted Abroad, 
relating to that Affair; and in the Concluſion 
of it, was the Perſon choſen to preſent the 
Addreſs of Thanks ſent over by the Miniſter 
and People of Ober-Barmen, then in Poſſeſſion 
of their new Church and free Exerciſe af 
their Proteſtant Religion. 

Upon the Concluſion of this good Aﬀan, 
the Miniſter and Congregation at Ober-Bar- 
men, deſir d ſome Memorial of it might b 
fix d in their new Church; and, after due 
Conſultation here, it was agreed by the Com. 
miſſioners, that a Marble-Stone ſhou'd It 
plac'd by the great Door of the Church « 

Ober- Barmen, with a Latin Inſcription, 
cording the Matter of Fact, and the Fm 
of it left to Dr. Kennett, who tranſmitted

« The two great Difficulties that ſtill lie 
hard upon our Society for Propagation of 
the Goſpel, are, 1. The Want of ſober 
and religious Miſſionaries; few offering 
themſelves to that Service for the Glory 
of God, and the Good of Souls; but 
chiefly to find Refuge from Poverty and 
Scandal. 2. Such Men, when they come 
to the Places allotted to them, forget their 
Miſſion; and inſtead of Propagating 
Chriſtianity, are only contending for Rites 
and Ceremonies, or for Powers and Pri- 
vileges, and are diſputing with the Ve- 
ſtries of every Pariſh, and even with the 
Civil Government of every Province. 


Theſe two Miſchiefs can hardly be re- 


dreſs d, but by fixing Schools and Univer- 
ſities in thoſe Parts, and ſettling, we hope, 
two Biſhops; one for the Continent, ano- 
ther for the Iſlands, with Advice and Aſ- 
ſiſtance of Preſbyters to ordain fir Perſons, 
eſpecially Natives, and to take Care of all 
the Churches.

The Affniy of the Subject puts me in 
Mind to mention here, that the Dean was, 
by Appointment of Archbiſhop Teniſon, call d 
to Preach at the Anniverſary Meeting of the 

Society 
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Society for the Propagation of the Goſpel. in 
foreign Parts, which, upon Deſire, he pub- 
liſh'd, and with great Induſtry and Pains add- 
ed at the Bottom of each Page the full Ay- 
thorities as References to Matter of Fa&, 
and farther drew up with his own Hand an 
Abſtract of the Proceedings of the Society 


within the Year laſt paſt. The Title of 


the Sermon is, The Letts and Impediments in 
planting the Goſpel of Chriſt, A Sermon 
before the Society, for the Propagation of tht 
Goſpel, &c. 1712. By all allow'd to be one 
of the moſt uſeful and excellent. Diſcourſe 
delivered on that Occaſion. It is believe 
that the Diſtribution of theſe Anniverſar 
Sermons have a continual good Influence on 
many pious and charitable Perſons, to excite 
them to ſend in their voluntary Preſents, or to 
leave their dying Legacies to this Society for 
helping forward fo glorious a Work. I re- 
member to have heard from the Dean him- 
ſelf, that upon his preſenting this laſt Ser- 
mon to a ſenfible and religious Widow, ſhe 
reſolv'd to leave a Legacy of 501. to the

Within few Days after the Preaching of 
that Sermon, there was publiſh'd a Letter 
about the Proceedings in Convocation, upon 
Complaint of a Sermon publiſh'd by Dr. 
Brett, under the Influence of Dr. Hicks, 
intitled, 4 Sermon of Remiſfion of Sins, ac- 
cording to the Scriptures, and the Doctrine of 
the Church of England, &c. Which Sermon 

had many ſhocking Expreſſions in it, advan- 
cing the Neceſſity of private Confeſſion and 
facerdotal Abſolution ; and ſo, in Effect, ſet- 
ting up one of the Engines of the Church 
of Rome, for the Uſe of the Clergy in the 
Church of England. The Complaint was 
dropt in the Houſe, and the Preacher, and 
his Diſcourſe, rather juſtify'd and commend- 
ed.

It will bear ſome Teſtimony of Reſpe&t and 
Hmour to the Age of Queen Elizabeth, to give 
a Taſte of the good Way of Preaching in her 
Days; ſober, ſerious Goſpel Senſe and Truth, in 
a juſt and eaſy Stile, made agreeable to the 
Conſcience, the Reaſon, and the Affection of 
Mankind. This excellency of Preaching was a 
1, Vagulan Ornament of her Reign, and in effect 

died woith her. For there was ſoon a fad De- 
generacy under King James the Firſt, when 
ts comply with the Humour of the Princes 
the Preachers brought in ſuch Terms of the 
Schools, and ſuch Scraps of the Poets, 'as made 
the Pulpit rather a Place of Diverſion, than 
, [ound Inſtructiom and Salvation. This af- 
zi {ed Fock/hneſs, by Uſe and Cuſtom, ran tao 
e into the Reign of King Charles the Firſt : 
| And if it abated at the Reſtoration of his Roy- 
al Family, the Preachers were apt to flide into 
anther Extreme, that f Wards and Periods,

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ſtrong and ſtiff; a falſe Oratory, an Abuſe of 
the Patience of Chriſtian Hearers; *till Dr. 
Tillotſon, and ſome other judicious Divines 
dar d to reſtore good Senſe and plain Language 
which now generally obtain, and ought to fre- 
vail in all our Churches; nay, are very much 
gotten into the Mouths. of the Diſſenting Teach. 
ers, tho' perhaps of leſs Service to them. 
It will do another Honour to that Age, by 
Shewing the Probity and Courage of our Engliſh 
Divines, in Preaching at Court againſt tk 
Flattering of great Men, and againſt the In- 
conſtancy of the Common People; as Iikewi| 
againſt their Curiofity and Love of ſtrange 
Doerines ; ſuch as the Invalidity of Baptiſm, if 
Adminiſtred by a Lay-man, or even by a Dt 
Con: A Doctrine of the moſt narrow and unc buri-

The Author's Name will afford another Ob- 
ſervation, that Archbiſhop Whirgift's Memory 
is more happy, and has been more favoura- 
bly treated, than that of moſs of thoſe 
who came before or that followed after him, 
from the Beginning of the Reformation to this 
priſent Time. We are reſerv'd to thoſe Times, 
when Men who would engroſs to themſelves the 
Name of Church-Men, have betray'd a bit- 
ter Spirit in cenſuring and reviling the beſt of 
our Prelates ; they have inſulted the Living and 
not ſpar'd the Dead; eſpecially thoſe who have 
ſate in that eminent See of Primacy of all 
England.

Archbiſhop Grin- 
dal, a Man of excellent Temper, Piety and 
Learning, has been run down by a hard-mouth'd 
Preacher, for want of Zeal to the Church ; 
and all Moderation has been contemptuouſly 
call'd Grindalizing ; ths in the true Hiftory of

Theſe Obſervations were ſo well adapted 
to the Seaſon, wherein they were wrote and 
publiſh'd, that, perhaps, Poſterity will look 
back upon them, to judge the better of a 
Picture of the Times, that muſt be drawn as 
impartially as can be, both out of the falſe 
Colours and wrong Appearances, as well as 
out of the naked Truth, repreſented by dif- 
ferent Sides. However, the Dean met with 
that Reward which, I believe, he expected, 
to be libell'd, preach'd down, beflav'd, lam- 
poon'd, hung up in Effigy, with many other 
dirty Tokens of Spite and Party-Rage upon 
him. All which he bore, with no Manner 
of Returns in that Kind; but was often 
ſeen to ſmile, and obſerve, that contending 
with the High-Flying Party, was to no bet- 
ter Purpoſe, than to encounter one of their 
Street- Mobs, the beſt Eſcape was to be 
chruſt againſt the Wall, or to be thrown in- 
to the Kennel. 


There 
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There was one Indignity offer d him about 
this Time, that cou'd ſcarce be born by any 
Man, without ſome Kind of Emotion and 
Concern, viz. the White-Chapel Altar-prece, 
contriv'd by Dr. Welton (afterwards a profeſsd 
Nonjurer, if not ſomething worſe) to expoſe 
the Dean of Peterborough. In this Altar- 
piece, or Painting, which was intended for 
a Repreſentation of Chriſt, and his twelve 
Diſciples, eating the Paſſover and the Laſt 
Supper, Judas, the Traitor, was drawn fit- 
ting in an Elbow-Chair, dreſs'd in a black 
Garment, between a Gown and a Cloak, with 
a black Scarf and a white Band, and a ſhort 
Wig, and a Mark in his Forehead between a 
Lock and a Patch, and with ſo much of the 
Countenance of Dr. Kennett, that under it, 
in Effect, was written, The, Dean the Traitor 
It was generally ſaid, that the original Sketch 
was for a Biſhop under Welton's Diſpleaſure; 
which occaſion'd the Elbow-Chair. But the 
Fears of a Scandalum Magnatum riſing before 
the Painter's Eyes, Leave was given to drop 
the Biſhop, and make the Dean; which he 
did as well as he could. Multitudes of Peo- 
ple came daily to the Church, to admire the 
Meaning of the Sight. And, under our un- 
| bag 
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happy Diviſions, it might have been expected, 
that one Side, at leaſt, would have been pleas d 
with the Wittineſs of this Fancy. But it was 
generally abhorr'd and deteſted by every body; 
as being not only Rude and Indecent, but 
conſidering the Place and Perſons, even 
as Atheiſtical and Diabolical. And indeed, 
what cou'd be more ſhocking and ſurprizing, 
than to ſee a fooliſh, and really a blaſphe- 
mous Picture ſet up in the Preſence of God, 
and in the Face of the Congregation, to repre- 
ſent a Neighbour, a Brother, a Fellow Preſ- 
byter of the Church of England, as a Traitor 
to their common Saviour? What monſtrous 
Impiety for one Clergy-man to libell ano- 
ther juſt over the Altar, or Table of the Lord, 
whereon that very Man was to conſecrate 
a Blefling, and to Adminiſter the Communion 
of it, in Peace and Charity? In that, it was 
eſteem'd ſo inſolent a Contempt of all that 
was ſacred, ſuch an Abomination to every one 
of Conſcience or common Senſe, that upon 
_ the. Complaint of others (for the Dean himſelf 
never ſaw it, or ſeem'd to regard it) the Biſhop 
of London oblig'd thoſe that ſer; it up, to take 


it down, and remove ſo great a Scandal from

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the Church of God. But to return to the 
Dean s Labours and Writings. 

le went on to aſſert and defend the Scrip- | 
tural and Legal Foundations of the Proteins 
Religion, and the Proteſtant Succeſſion, not 
only in a Courſe of Sermons to his own Peg- 
ple, but even in the ſtated turns of his preach. 
ing at Court; where the Dean was obſery d 
by ſome to be, remarkably zealous in preach- 
ing againſt Popery, within the hre laſt Year, 
of the Queen, when it was thought not altage- 
ther ſo ſeaſonable by others. 

And when the Pretender's Party were ſo 
forward in their Hopes and Views, as to pub- 
liſh a ſtately Folio in expreſs Aſſertion and 
Maintenance of his Hereditary Right, intitled, 
The Hereditary Right of the Crown of England 
aſſerted : The Hiſtory of the Succeſſion ſince tht 
Conqueſt clear d; and the true Engliſh Conftitu- 
tron vindicated, &c. 1713. the Dean imme- 
diately examin'd the Strength of the Argu- 
ments, and the Truth of the Authorities in 
it; and was prepar'd to ſhew the Unrea- 
ſonableneſs and Infincerity of that new 
Scheme, and the very wrong Turns of 
Hiſtory and Law) that are drawn in to ſup- 


port it. But becauſe the whole Examination 
wou'd 
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wou'd run into too great a Length for che 
Patience of common Readers, who moſt 
wanted to be undeceiv'd, he reſolv d to take 
a ſingle Inſtance only by Way of Specimen, 
that from thence might be inferr d what 
Credit was to be given to the Reſt of that 
bulky Work. That Inſtance was in the Caſe 
of Thomas Merks, Biſhop of Carliſle, whom 
this Author had applauded as the Man of 
Conſcience and Integrity, becauſe he adher'd 
to King Richard II. after his Reſignation and 
Depoſition, and took up Arms (after a Speech 
in Parliament) againſt King Henry IV. in 
legal Poſſeſſion of the Crown; for which 
he was try'd, condemn'd, and  pardon'd. 
The Dean well knew that this applauded 
Biſhop was one of the worſt Tools in the 
Miniſtry of Richard II. and help'd to bring 
that Prince to his miſerable End; and was 
attach d to him, not upon any Principle of 
Honour, but for his own Intereſt and Pre- 
ſervation; and that he was by no Means the 
D of that Speech in Parliament, long 
ſince invented for him; and that his flying 
into Arms in Aſſiſtance of a French Invaſion 
was, in the moſt apparent. Manner, a baſe 
Treaſon and Rebellion, for which he was legally 
try d, 


_ = Ore 
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try'd, convicted, and adjudg'd to die: But 
after an effectual Deprivation by the civil 


Power, and a mock Tranſlation by the Pope, 
he made his Submiſſion and obtain'd his Par- 
don, and liv'd in a peaceable Allegiance tg 


King Henry IV. who was perfectly reconcil' 
to him as to a faithful Subject, and was not 


only his Friend, but his Royal Patron, be- 
ſtowing a good Benefice on him, tho' for the 


Honour of the Church and Nation, he wou'd 
never truſt him in an Engliſo Biſhoprick. 


This Character of the Man, and this Hiſtory 


of his Life and Actions, was the Reverſe of 
what the Author of Hereditary Right had flou- 
riſh'd upon him. And therefore to ſhow this to 


the World, the Dean publiſh'd A Letter to the 


Lord Biſhop of Carliſle, concerning one of his Pre. 
deceſſors, Biſhop Merks, on Occaſion of a new Vi 
tume for the Pretender, intituled, The Hereditary 
Right of the Crown of England aſſerted,

It was but a little while te that the 
Dean, in his ſteady Oppoſition to Popery and 
the Pretender, had publiſh'd another Tract, in- 
tiruled, A Memorial for Proteſtants, on the 5th 
of Novemb. containing a more full Diſcovery 


of Some Particulars "ITE to the happy De-

ſiverance of King James I. Cc. from the moſt 
traiterous, and bloody. intended Maſſacre, by 
Gun-powder, Anno 1605. In a Letter to 4 
Peer of Great Britain, dated Octob. 25, 1712. 
But ſuch was the Power of Party and Preju- 
dice, that he could write nothing without 
Offence, and therefore his Name was then 
conceal'd from the Publick. The Occaſion 
of writing this Letter, was to help cure the 
prevailing Faſhion of ſmoothing the Cor- 
ruptions, and filencing the Dangers of Pope- 
ry; and even of Juſtifying the Severities, and 
magnifying the Charities, of the Church of 
Rome; in common talk, and publick Papers, 
the Complaints were renew'd- of the Papiſts 
being miſrepreſented, not only as to Opinions 
and Doctrines, but in Hiſtory and Matters of 
Fat. The whole Hiſtory of our Reforma- 
tion was made worſe than Sanders had before 
made it, by a vile Poem, written by one 
Thomas Ward, in Imitation of Hudibras; 
greedily ſuck d in by many corrupt Proteſtants ; 
tho' it was viſibly intended to make the Re- 
formation both odious and ridiculous : And the 
Gun-powder Treaſon was alſo once more ri- 
dicul'd as a Feint and Counter-Plot of Cecil, 


Or at beſt, the Whim of a few private deſpe- 
| L rate 


rate Men, wherein the Church, and the Catho. 
lick Cauſe were not concern'd. To oppoſe 
Truth to this popular Delufion, the Deus 
drew up and publiſh'd that Memorial, upon 
the moſt evident Authorities; and it was 
highly eſteem'd, and thought of great Service, 
by the beſt Proteſtants at that Time; particu- 
larly the late Archbiſhop of Canterbury; who 
diſpers'd great Numbers of the Copies _—_ 
his own Clergy. 

As the Times grew worſe and worſe, the 
. was refoly'd to employ himſelf in 
Works of publick Good and Service to fu- 
ture Generations, and to the good Eſtate of 
Religion in foreign Parts. As a Member of 
the Society, for Propagating the Goſpel in 
the Engliſh Colonies and Plantations in Ame- 
rica, he perceiv'd that the Society in their 
Meetings and Committees, ofren wanted

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young: Miſfionaries before their departure, 
might beſt ſpend ſome of their Time in ex- 
amining and abridging ſuch printed Accounts, 
as might be a very uſeful Information to 
them; and that many other Benefits and 
Advantages wou'd ariſe from the fixing and 
eſtabliſhing a Library of that Kind; and there- 
fore he reſoly'd to attempt the laying ſome 
Foundation of it. Accordingly he pick'd out 
all the Tracts and Papers of that Sort, which 
he had been long induſtriouſly gathering in 
the Courſe of his own Studies, upon the 
View of Writing a full Hiſtory of the Propa- 
gation of Chriſtianity in the Indies, (before- 
mention'd) and communicating the good De- 
ſign to his Friends, he accepted of their con- 
tributing ſome Volumes to it: And when he 
had been at a conſiderable Expence in pur- 
chafing more and more Materials to augment 
and improve the Collection, he made a free 
Preſent of it to the Society, and for the ſafer 
Cuſtody, he publiſh'd a Catalogue of all the 
diſtinct Treatiſes and Papers in Order of 
Time, as they were firſt printed or written, 
under this Title, Bibliothecæ Americane Pri- 
mordia : An Attempt towards laying the Foun-

An 
even ſome Friends of a lower Spirit, intima- F- 
ted, that it was not ſo Wiſe and Cautious. — 1 
No exaſperating an Enemy when he had 4 
Sword in his Hand; and ſuch like ſafe Words 
of Advice; by which, I doubt, many con- 1 
ducted themſelves ;. but he was us'd to fay, 
that he was prepar'd to live and die in the 
Cauſe againſt Popery and the Pretender, and 
he wou'd go out to Fight, when he cou'd 
no longer ſtay to Preach; againſt them 
The only Reward for his Sermon was, 
that ſome good People did afterwards tell 
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him, that they believed it was owing to hat 
Sermon, that ſuch and ſuch of their Acquain- 
unce had kept out of the inen and not 
Jone of the Pariſh in it. n 
After the Rebellion was N ap- 
preſs d, and a Day of Thankſgiving appointed 
bor it, the Dean proceeded in his Duty of 
: Wipcaking plain Truth in Seaſon. Ie chen 
Wpreach'd and publiſh'd, A Thankſgiving Sermon 
Vr the Bleſing of God, in ſuppreſſing the late 
Nunnatural Rebellimm: Deliver d in the Pariſh 
Church of St. Mary Aldermary, &c. on = Thurſ- 
ay the 7th of June, 1716. 
fhere is one Piece of Juſtice due to o hint 
Frhich his Pariſhioners will pay him, and 
That is to acknowledge that it was not his 
b ay to preach. Politicks, or mention State 

Affairs, but when ſolemn Days of Faſting 
. nd T hankſgiving, ſeem'd naturally to lead 
it, and even demand it; or elſe at ſuch 
unctures of Danger and Diſtreſs, as when 
he Minds of People were before determin d 
o that Subject. At other Times his Preach- 
g was upon the Articles of Faith, and the 
Mules of good Life, which was what they call 
lain and practical preaching.

in Mind to be ſubject to Principalities and 
Powers, to the King and Laws, and to be 
quiet, and to do their own Buſineſs. 
By his Favour, many Years ago, I have 
an Opportunity of citing one Sermon, not 
publiſh'd, upon the Proſpect of an Invaſion 
of the Stedes, in order to i bring over the 
Prerender. This Alarm was ſo loud in the 
City, that it not only rais d the Jacobite Hopes 
and Inſolence, but it affrighted arid funk: the 
Spirits of many well- affected Subjects. He 
thought it proper on this Occaſion: to checł 
the Arrogance and Preſumption of the King 
Enemies, and to ſtrengthen the Hearts of 
his Friends; by a Diſcourſe on thoſe excellem 
Words of the Pſalmiſt, Pſal. cxii. 12, 13. 
He will nor be afraid of any evil Tidings, fit 
his Heart ſtandeth faſt, &c. After opening 
the Context, and ſhewing the Comforts of 
the good Man for putting his Truſt in the 
Lord; he obſerves, that ſuch a Man, in the 
« Midſt of Infatuation and Abounding Iniquitf 
knows how to look upwards, and that in do- 
ing fo in the Midſt of Threats and Dangers 
he has the two ſtrongeſt Pillars to ſupport

Hicks there came out a Collection of Papers 
written by him, wherein it appear'd that he 
had been conſecrated to the Title of Sufre.

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Cron of England, written at the Time when 
the Bill of Excluſion was attempted againſt the 
Queen's Father, then Duke of York. The 
ſaid Letter prefix d, complain'd grievouſly 
that Dr. Kennett had given a vile Character 
of Biſhop Merks, and yet againſt his Will, had 
made him ſtrictly Faithful to his rightful Sove- 
reign, &c. upon which the Dean drew up, 
and publiſh'd 4 ſecond Letter to the Lord 
Biſhop of Carliſle, upon the Subject of Biſho 
Merks, &c. dated Octob. 22, 1716. | 
The Controverſy of the new Schiſm. made 
a much greater Noiſe upon the late Tumults 
and Rebellion, than it had ever done fince the 
Filling of the depriv'd Sees by K. William; and 
the Jacobite Conventicles were more frequented 
in the Cities of London and Weſtminſter ; and 
Prieſts of that Way were ſent down to ga- 
ther the like Congregations in Country Towns: 
And many of the high Folk, eſpecially the 
Women, ſeem'd to come to the parochial 
Churches in and about London, for the Sake 
of their Pews, and their Cloaths, rather than 
for Conformity to the public Worſhip. For 


they wou d not join in any Part of the Pray- 


ers for King George, and his Royal Family, 
but at the Mention of thoſe Names, they 
M wou'd 
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wou' d riſe up, or fit down, or, at leaſt, exprek 
their Diſſent in ſome viſible Manner. An 
Inſolence, that the primitive Chriſtians wou'd 
not have been guilty of, under the bloodieſt 
Tyrants and Perſecuters at Rome. or Comar. 
tinople ; an Inſolence, that no Chriſtians wou'd 
now dare to offer, and no Powers wou 
ſcarce ſuffer, in any other Part of the World 
And, in the mean Time, too many of the 
Church-Clergy, tho' offended with Dr. Hick 
for urging a Separation from Parochidl 
Churches, yet they gave in very much to the 
Principles, upon which that Practice va 
founded, viz. The Independency of the Church 
from the State, the more than ſpiritual Po.!

Jam now come to an Affair, wherein the 
Wickedneſs and Perverſeneſs of others, with- 
out the leaſt Occaſion (ſo far as Ican poſſibly 
judge) given by himſelf, makes it neceſſary 
for me to ſay a few Things in Vindication 
of the Dean; I mean, the Difference between 
him, and the late Biſhop Nzchol/on of Car- 
lie. The Occaſion of which, was briefly 
this: A Sermon being preach'd by the Righr 
Rev. Dr. Benjamin Hoadly, then Biſhop of 
Bangor, before the King, and publiſh'd by 
his Majeſty's Command, 1716. was fallen 
upon, in a very indecent Manner, by Dr. An- 
drew Snape, in a Letter addreſs'd to the 
Biſhop himſelf. His Lordſhip hereupon made 
a Calm, and, in the Judgment of unpreju- 
dic'd Readers, a ſatisfactory Reply; in which 
(upon Occaſion of a Report ſpread by ſome 
Perſons about the Town, that he was put 
upon preaching that Sermon at Court to 
ſerve ſome political Ends) he uſes theſe 
Words. _— God knows my Sermon was preach'd 
without the Knowledge of any Man living. 
Upon this, Dr. Snape, in a ſecond Letter to 
his Lordſhip, drops the Argument, and ſeems 

M 3 deſirous 
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defirous to ſupply the Want of that by per- 
ſonal Reflection. Being ſhamefully foil'd in 
his firſt Attack, he thought it wou'd be 
much to his Purpoſe, if he cou'd expoſe 
whom he cou'd not confute ; and fince his 
Lordſhip's Doctrines cou'd not be diſprov'd, it 
might be as well, if he cou'd prove him x 
worſe Man than the World took him for; 
thus falling foul on his Reputation, in return 
for the Keenneſs of his Arguments. Dr. Snape 
had been told a Story by Dr. Hutchinſon, flatly 
inconſiſtent with his Lordſbip's poſitive and 
ſolemn Declaration, namely, that the Sermmn 
was preach'd with the Knowledge, and ſubmt- 
ted to the Correction of a certain Perſon, wh M 
advis'd the Making ſeveral Alterations in i.

The Moment this was Dublin d to the 
World, the Biſhop of Bangor (greatly mov'd 
and affected with ſuch an Attack on his Re- 
putation) call'd upon Dr. Snape for the 
Prof of what he had aſſerted. He pre- 
ſently, in Anſwer to this Demand, declar'd, 
that he firſt receiv'd that Account from Dr. 
= Hutchinſon, who had heard the Biſhop of Car- 
8 /i//e ſay, that he had ſpoke with the Perſon 
who advis'd my Lord of Bangor, upon read- 
ing his Sermon, to inſert ſuch Words as 
abſolutely, properly, Sc. And that ſome Days 


after, the ſame Divine did again aſſure him, he 
had heard the ſame worthy Prelate a ſecond 
Time declare that Matter to be true, and 
that he would juſtify it to all the World: 
Upon which, he drew up that Paſſage, waited 


on my Lord Biſhop of Carliſie, read that Paſ- 


ſage to him, and was allow'd by him to 


publiſh it, with an Aſſurance that he wou'd 
ſtand to it. 

This was the Subſtance of Dr. Snape s Ad- 
vertiſement; to which the Biſhop of Carli/le 
z M 4 was 
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was perſuaded to add, his is true, tho' he af. 
terwards declar'd, it was not ſtrictly ſo. 

However, being now call'd upon to name 
the living Man, who was to atteſt the Truth 
of what he aſſerted, he fixes on Dr. Kennett; 
who, he declares, according to the beſt of his 
Remembrance, was the Perſon that told him, 
the Sermon was preach'd with his Knowledge, 
and ſubmitted to his Correction; and that he 
advis'd, and, with Difficulty, prevail'd for the 
inſerting the Words abovemention'd. 
This was deny'd by the Dean, in the moſt 
ſolemn Manner imaginable, in all his Conver- 
ſation, publick Advertiſements, and private 
Letters to his Friends; and there is all the 
Reaſon in the World to believe the Miſtake 
was the Biſhop of Carliſſe's, and not his. 1 
ſhall not enter into the Detail - of what was 
then ſaid, to clear up the Dean's Innocency 
in this Matter; which wou'd be tedious to 
my ſelf, as well as the Reader: It may be 
ſufficient to hint a few Things for this Pur- 
poſe ; and anſwer an Objection or two againſt 
the Dean, in Favour of the Biſhop. 

Now it appear'd very clear from the Adver- 
riſements and Letters publiſh'd at that Time, that 
the Dean had been no ſuch Confident of = 
Lor 
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Lord Biſhop of Bangor's, nor engaged in any 
ſuch controverſial Matters; that he had con- 
cern'd himſelf no farther, than often to de- 
clare his Opinion, that the Biſhop wrote ho- 


neſtly his own Senſe and Judgment, without 


calling in the Aſſiſtance of any Friend: T hat 


if the Biſhop of Bangor had wanted any Friend 


to communicate his Papers to, Dr. Kennett 
was not a fit, or likely Perſon, as well be- 
cauſe his Acquaintance with him was but 


ſmall, as that his Thoughts and Studies lay 
too much another Way: That to have pre- 
tended himſelf an Aſſiſtant to the Biſhop of 
Bangor, when he really was not, was beneath 
the Character, not only of an honeft Man, but 
a Man of common Senſe : That to have boaſted 
of this Pretenſion to the Lord Biſhop of 
Carliſie (in his Lordſhip's Prejudice againſt 
the Biſhop of Bangor) had been the utmoſt 


Indiſcretion : That the Dean had never in- 


timated the leaſt Hint of that Kind to any 
Mortal beſides: That Dr. Hutchinſon, to 
whom the Biſhop firſt told the Story of a 
Corrector of the Biſhop of Bangor's Papers, 
did not underſtand it of Dr. Kennett; nay, 
he did underſtand, or conjecture, the Biſhop's 
Meaning to be of another Perſon; and he 

| vam'd 
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nam d that other ſuppos'd Perſon to a Friend 
near Peterborough: That the Biſhop of Car- 
liſie wrote ſeveral Letters to Dr. Kerinett, af. 
ter the Noiſe of that Story in general; and 
even after ſome Controverſy had aroſe upon 
it, without intimating one Word, that he ſnoud 
have Occafion to mention his Name in it; 

That his Lordſhip was got into the Depth 
of the Difficulty, and cou'd not extricate 
himſelf without naming his Man, before 
ever he appeal'd to Dr. Kennett ; and defir'd 
to be help'd our by him : That, upon this firſt 
Appeal, his Lordſhip himſelf was ſo drub:ou 
and uncertain of his own Memory, that 'twas 
plain he rather wanted Evidence, than knew 
perfectly where to find it: That when the 
Biſhop of Carlille had ſent the Dean his Opi- 
nion, that he muſt needs be the Perſon who 
inform'd him of that Matter, he receiv'd it 
with the utmoſt Surprize, and cou'd not well 
underſtand the Letter at the firſt reading ; 
and when he perceiv'd his Lordſhip's Mean- 
ing, that he did really apprehend him to be 
his Informant, he did immediately, to the

there had been any ſuch: That the Biſhop of 
Carliſie did manifeſtly fall into many Errors, 
Miſtakes, Inconſiſtencies, and even Self- 
Contradictions, in his Account of this Mat- 
terk. Whereas, in the Dean's Allegations, 
every Thing appear d conſonant, ſteady, uni- 
form, and of a Piece: That the Biſhop cou'd 
never fix upon any Time for Dr. Kennett's 
telling him ſuch a Story, nor upon any Place, 
till, at laſt, he made it to be the Doctor's 
Study, when they two had not been together 
in that Srudy, without other Company, for 
ſome Months before; and there muſt have 
been a Witneſs, one of the Doctor's Family

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at leaſt, to any ſuch Converſation : That the 
Biſhop betray'd ſo much D:ffidence and Cn. 
Fuſion, at firſt opening that Story in the 
Prints, that it ſeem'd to argue a Neceſſity of 
ſaying ſomething extraordinary, and out of 
Courſe: That he us'd a Word, or Phraſe, 
that of putting in Faſtneſſes, as from the 
Mouth of Dr. Kennett, when no ſuch Form 
of Speaking cou'd poſſibly come out of hi 
Mouth; for he had never uſed Faſtneſſes in 
any other Senſe, but that of a Sort of inacceſibl 
Places, as may be about Carliſie, and thoſt 
Parts: That among a hundred Witneſſes of 
Dr. Kennett's Converſation and Correſpon- 
dence, no one cou'd ever ſay, he had ever 
any Grounds to believe, that he had ever,.in 
| Diſcourſe or Writing, intimated any ſuch 
Thing: That his Lordſhip offer'd, indeed, 
to produce one Witneſs from Child's Coffee- 
Houſe, that pretended, he heard another 
Perſon tell ſuch a Story of Dr. Kennett: But 
that other Perſon, a creditable Man, deny d, 
in the publick Prints, that he ſaid, or mean 
any ſuch Thing: And the Accuſer was a 
Porty-Man, broken in Credit and Fortune: 
And yet his Lordſhip, when he himſelf might 


have Ane, that this Story was  publickly 
Con- 
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contradicted, in the fulleſt Manner, ſent the 
Dean Word, that the pretended Author of it, 
did own and avouch it: That che Biſhop of 
Carliſle, after he had made up his Relation 
of this Matter, in his printed Letter to the 
Biſhop of Bangor, wou'd never condeſcend 
to anſwer any Queſtions, or Expoſtulations 
about it; but thought it ſufficient, that he 
had /ard it; and it needed no farther Proof: 
In a Word, it appear'd, not only from his moſt 
ſolemn Denial of it, but alſo from theſe, and 
many other Circumſtances, concurring Pro- 
babilities, and fair Preſumptions, that Dr. 
Kennett was not the Author of this Story to 
the Biſhop of Carliſie, but that his Lordſhip 
was ſome other Way led into this groſs and 
fatal Miſtake, concerning pretended Altera- 
tions in the Biſhop-of Bangor's Sermon. 

But that which I wou'd rather obſerve 
upon this Matter, is, that the Dean's Pro- 
= citation was not only exceeding /olemn, bu, 
Hull, pofitive and peremptory, without any 
evaſive Word or Salvo; whereas the Biſhop's 
had a ſaving Clauſe incerted He ſays, to the 
beſt of his Remembrance, it was ſo and ſo; 
which be/?, it toe evidently appear'd, was ſo 
very bad, that there is no Ground in the 
World 


World to depend upon it againſt the Degn 
of Peterborough's full, po tive, and perempinsy 
Aſſertion , and moſt ſolemn Appeal to God 
for the Truth of what he had affirm'd.

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This however, I was willing to remark, to 
ſhew that both the contrary Proteſtations, may 
ſtand with Truth; that his Loraſbip's oppoſite 
Appeal, does not in the leaſt invalidate the 
Dean's; and that in Charity we may, and 
ought to attribute his Lordſhip's Conduct in 
this, and ſome other Points, to miſtake in 
Memory, (which his Lordſhip ſhew'd all along 
he was very apt to fall into) without any 
fuch impeachment of his Integrity, as ſup- 
poſing him either a defign'd Inventer, or 
conſcious of the Falſhood of ſuch a Story. 
There was one or two Things commonly 
objected againſt Dr. Kennett, in Favour of 
the Lord Biſhop of Carliſie: One was, that 
the Doctor, in his Anſwer to the Biſhop's 
Charge, had frankly declar'd his Belief, that 
his Lordſhip had acted with Integrity in that 
Matter.

W make ſuch a ſolemn Declaration, but the a 
Conſciouſneſs of his own Innocency, and a 
Deſire to expreſs his Charity towards thoſe 
who had ſo highly injur'd him; which he has 
piouſly done in the ſame Clauſe of his Will. 
The Conſciouſneſs of the Dean's own In- 
nocency was, no doubt, a great Support to 
him, while this Affair was ſo eagerly. can- 
vaſs'd on all Sides; but there is great Reaſon 
to believe, it gave him more Trouble and 
Uneaſineſs than any he ever had been engag'd 
in before.

Street, Neſtminſter, on Thurſday, the Igth By 
of Decemb. 128, and was buried (according 
to the Direction of his Laſt Will) in the Ce. 
thedral Church of Peterborough; a practical 
Sermon being preach'd at his Funeral, as he 
himſelf had alſo defir'd. 

Having, in the foregoing Account of Biſhop

lent. Philolagiſt, a good Preacher, whether in 


Engliſh or Latin, and well vers d in the 


Hiſtories and Antiquities of our Nation, and 
much deſerving of the Church of England. 
(Athene Oxon. vol. 2. p. 1131.) 

And indeed, his vaſt Stock of Learning 
began to diſplay it ſelf very early: He was 
betimes taken Notice of, and admir'd, as an 
extraordinary Perſon for his Accompliſhments, 

both human and divine. 

He was a Man of incredible Diligence and 
Application, not only in his Youth, but to 
the very laſt. The whole Diſpoſal of him- 


ſelf was to perpetual Induſtry and Service. 


His chiefeſt Recreation was Variety of Em- 
ployment; for, beſides thoſe Portions of Time 
which the Neceſſities of Nature, and of 
civil Life, extorted from him, there was not 
2 Minute of the Day which he left vacant. 

He had a noble Library, collected at a 
great Expence of Time, Pains, and Money 


and that, not for Oſtentation, or meerly for: 


the Pleaſure of poſſeſſing ſuch a Treaſure; 
for his Delight was, to be among his Books, 
and to be rendering them ſome Way or other 


oY uſcful to the World. n= 
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Tho' he was well acquainted with all other 
Parts of Learning, and took a particular 
Pleaſure in History, yet he was not diverted 
by theſe, from acquiring a vaſt Degree of 
that kind of Knowledge, which his Profefli- 
on more eſpecially requir'd of him. He did 
not indeed much admire Matters of doubtful 
Diſputation, or apply himſelf to the Study of 
meer Notion and Theory; but he was'an ex- 
cellent and judicious Divine ; converſant in all 
the moſt weighty and ſubſtantial Parts of 
Divinity; and wou'd ſpeak very readily and 
admirably upon any Head of that Kind, when 
Occaſion requir d. His great Buſineſs was to 
eſtabliſh and ſecure the eſſential and moſt 
neceſſary Points of Religion; for the reſt, he 
left them to the Diſputers of this World; and 
did not envy em the Pleaſure they ſeem'd 
to take that Way. 

His Sermons were very excellent ; ſo fram'd, 
as, at once, to improve the Mind, and affect 
the Heart. He had a ſolid Judgment, 3s 
well as a lively Fancy; and Quickneſs of 
Thought, as well as Facility of Expreſſion; 
there is ſomething in the Style and Manner, 
peculiar to himſelf, and very entertaining to 
a pious Perſon. If his Diſcourſes were not 
Dn | always 
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always ſet off with the Ornaments of Lan- 
guage, it was not becauſe he cou'd not give 
them that Advantage, (for he was a great 
Maſter in human and divine Rhetorick) but 
his Judgment choſe it, as fitteſt for the Sub- 
ject and Occaſion. In many of his Compoſi- 
tions that are publiſh'd, there may be diſ- 
cern'd the moſt beautiful Turns of Expreſſion, 
and great Judgment, Clearneſs, and Propri- 
ety in all. 

His Sermons were delivered with a be- 
coming Fervor, and enliven'd with proper 
Geſtures, and the juſt Decorum of Behavi- 
our; whereby he exceedingly engag'd the 
Attention, and affected the Hearts of his 
Hearers. Indeed, all his publick Miniſtra- 
tions, were perform'd with remarkable Seri- 
ouſneſs, Reverence, and Solemnity. 

He was a truly paſtoral Man X, had a great 
Senſe of the Worth of Souls, 2 was very

ſollicitous * he might moſt effeftually ſerve 
thoſe committed to his Care. His higher Sta- 
tion in the Church did not hinder his At- 
tendance on his Paryh. He expreſs'd a fin, 
gular Satisfaction in diſcharging all the Duties 
of his moſt holy Calling; and rejoic'd in 
nothing more than in the Succeſs of his La- 
bours. 

We may form the beſt Idea of him in his 
Epiſcopal Character, from his own Sermon on 
the Office and good Work of a Biſhop, and the 
Introduction to the Advices he delivered to his 
Clergy at his primary V:fitation : He himſelf 
was, in all Reſpects, ſuch as he deſcribes the 
truly Chriſtian Biſhop to be, in the one ; and 
fully anſwer” d the Expectations he had raisd 
of himſelſ, in the other. He well knew his 
Duty, and faithfully perform'd it. And his 
Clergy were o ſenſible of their Lofs in his 
Death, that he was greatly lamented hy 


them. 


What his Behaviour was, as an Engliſbman, 
2 Proteſtant in general, and a Member of 
this Reform'd Church of England in particu- 
lar, need not be mention'd: It is abundant- 
ly evident from every Part of che foregoing 
Memoirs.

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He was a truly pious and religious Man; 
not only regular and devout in the Worſhip 
of God, in private and publick, but conſtant- 
ly acbnbroledging God in all his N. ays ; owning 
his Power and Providence in the daily Oc- 
currences of Life; and referring all Things 
to his Difpoſal.

His Diſ- 
poſition was eaſy and gentle; his Behaviour 
affable and courteous. He was acceflible, and 
communicative; a true Friend, as well as

always ready to direct them in their Studies ; 


to aſſiſt them in any Affair they were con- 


cern d in; to help them to Cures and Em- 
ployments, and ſollicit for their better Sta- 
tion in the Church. A ſober Clergyman, or 
Scholar, was always welcome to his Study, 


and ſure of his Countenance and Encourage- 
ment. 


His 
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His good Will and Charity to Mankind in 
general, was conſpicuous in the indefatigable 
Labours he ſuſtain d to promote the Intereſt 
of Religion and Learning, and every good 
Deſign. Far from engroſſing any Sort of 
Knowledge to himſelf, he was exceedingly 
free and communicative and improving, to 
all he convers'd with, or that, far or neat, 
defir'd his Aſſiſtance and Advice. 
In Works of Mercy, and Charity, he took 
5 WW a peculiar Pleaſure ; and did as zealouſly pro- 
"| mote them, as if he had reliey'd himſelf by 
15 aſſiſting the Poor. He was very /iberal, and 
even bountiful to ſome of his Relations, whoſe 
meaner Circumſtances requir'd his Help, 
He not only occaſionally reliev'd thoſe he 
thought worthy of it, but conſtantly diſtribu- 
ted at every Chriſtmas, a conſiderable Dole in 
Meat, Bread, Candles, Money, to the poorer 
Sort of Houſe-keepers in his Pariſh. He had

Among others he was well eſteem'd by the Alderman of 
his Ward, Sir Charles Thorold, Bart. who ſuffer'd him to ſug- 
geſt ſome proper Objects of Charity in his Life, and at his 
Death. His laſt Will had ſo many noble Charities bequeath'd 
in it, that, for the Honour of the City, as well as of that 
worthy Family, Dr. Kennett, thought fit to give an Abſtract 
of it, in his Spital Sermon, on Tueſday in Eaſter Week, 1710, 
p. 25. The Exhibitions to be yearly given to four poor Scho. 
lars in the Univerſity of Oxon, (there mention'd) were to be 
affixt to ſuch Colleges or Halls as he ſhou'd appoint ; who ac- 
cordingly nam'd St. Edmund Hall, Corpus Chriſti, Univerſity 
and Merton; the firſt in reſpect to his own Education; the 
lecond to his Brother's ; and the two laſt in regard of Friendſhip 
to the Governours of them. Dr. Kennett had alſo a particular 
Acquaintance and Confidence with his late Pariſhioner at 
Aldgate, Mr. Jobn Pierrepoint, who, after a Receſs from Bu- 
ſineſs, was projecting how to do moſt Good in his Generation 
and to Poſterity ; and was encourag'd by the Dea in what he 
afterwards accompliſh'd ; which, as I am inform'd, was the 
Founding a Free-School at Lacton in Herefordſhire, for in- 
ruſting of Children in Religion, Grammar Learning, Wri-

I ſhall only add that He was a Man of 
great Probity, Courage, and Reſolution, in the 
Diſcharge of his Duty. He liv'd (eſpecially 
ſince the Revolution) in Times of great Trial 
and Diſcrimation; and in all of them, he 
approv'd his ſteady, | inflexible, and fearleſs 
Temper. The Frowns of great Men in 
Power, cou'd no more awe him, than popu- 
W lar Clamours cou'd ſhake his Stedfaſtneſs. 
However he might be otherwiſe repreſented 
by ſome, I cannot but think he was too plain 
Ja Man for the preſent Mode; which made 
bim once fay to a Friend, that he ſhould ne- 
ver make a good Court 'Biſhop. He was diſ- 
pos d rather to ſerve great Men, than to court 
chem; and perhaps he did not Ton the bet- 
ter for that Humour. 

He knew before-hand the Price of doing

run. He was long an Oppoſer of the de- 
ſtructive Principles and Practices, of the E- 
7 O nemies 
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nemies of our happy Conſtitution in Church 
and State: And, in return, the Rage and bit. 
ter Zeal of the whole Party, appear d, in 
various Forms, againſt him. But ane of 
theſe Things mov'd him. He thought it worth 
his while to ſuffer all this for God's. Glory, 
the publick Good, and the true Intereſt of 
our Church and Nation. He /#:/}. held fal 
his Integrity; and had the. chriſttan; Courage 
in this Cauſe, and the Defence of it, to or 
no Man. 

A Man of this Temper, with all bn . 
excellent Qualifications, could not fail of 
being of great Uſe to the World. If he dil 
not do a, the Good that might be expected, 
the Fault was not his. Many Difficulties and 
Embarraſments he met with: Not only the 
conſtant Oppoſition of bad Men, but. the 
Jealouſy and Emulation of ſome good Men; 
(for they are but Men) and perhaps his Zeal 
againſt what he thought wrong, might un- 
warily engage him in Meaſures (in ſome'one 
' Inſtance) apt to raiſe Prejudices among thoſe 
who were very ready to receive them. But 
in the main Parts of his Life, he was viſibly 
inſpir'd both with Boldiſ and fervent Zed 
to promote the great Ends of Religion, and 
Virtue,

« Eraſmus was afraid, leaſt his Friend Moore 
* ſhould fall upon him with equal Heat and 
« Paſſion. And therefore Eraſmus gravely 
« advis d him not to let himſelf looſe againſt 
that fooliſh Book; I hear (ſays he) what 
« learned Men ſpeak of Brixius now after he

I never had any 
great Appetite to Speculations and Notions, 
and ſo was the leſs a Judge of them: But

For it has been a common Effect of human 
Infirmities for Men to be aſſuming thoſe 
Powers to themſelves which they denied 
and refuted in others. Upon this Weak- 
de new, 
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neſs, ſome of the reformed Churches, or 
rather ſome of the warmer Members of 
em, when they had juſtly renounc'd the 
abſolute Authority of the Church of Rome, 


and had ſufficiently declaimed againſt her 
Spirit of Perſecution, they were no ſooner 
ſettled, but they began to think themſelves 
inveſted with ſome ſuch like full Autho- 
rity, to ordain Decrees, and to haye a Right 
of compelling all within their Pale to ſub- 
mit their Faith and Obedience to them. 
And perhaps ſome 'Men in Power meant 
honeſtly, that ſuch a Sort of Kingdom f, 
this World, was the only Way to what 
they thought neceſſary, an external Unity 
and Peace, ſo called. Upon this ſecular 


Conſideration, it was not much to be ex- 
pected that the following Miniſters, of 


any reformed Church, ſhould willingly di- 


veſt themſelves of Powers and Privileges, 
aſſerted by thoſe that went before them, 
to which they themſelves had as good a 
Right, and they might well leave their 
Succeſſors to defend it. And eſpecially in 
this Church of England, wherein there was 
the beſt Oeconomy of Eccleſiaſtical Order 
and Jurifdiftion, and too much Occaſion 
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of reftraining the Fancies and Wills of 
« private Men; here it was the leſs to be ex- 
äpected, that the Clergy ſhould renounce all 
temporal Advantages of keeping the People 
to them, and be content with Powers pure- 
< ly Spiritual, eſpecially when they had their 
* Rights interwoven with the civil Conſtitu- 
* tion, and, as a Church by Law eſtabliſh d.

% was never challeng'd by any publick Voice 
« of the Church: And really if it had, the 
0 Church had not been yet reformed; the 
chief Teſt of the Reformation was in this 
« Article, That the Holy Scripture was the 
« Rule of Faith; and had a Sufficiency for 
« Salvation, as containing all Things neceſſa- 


«© Ty to chat Palvation. So that whatſoever 
cc 18 
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is not read therein, nor may be prov'd 
« 1 is not to be required of any Man, 
that it ſhould be believ d as an Article of 
c Faith, or be thought requiſite or neceſlary to 
« Salvation. So in che laſt Article of 1562, 
« in the forme r ten Years before, was this Ex- 
« pofition, Whatever is not read therein, or 
may be prov'd thereby (though ſometimes it 
“ may be admitted by the: Faithful, as Pious 
or Charitable, and conducing to Order and
